CanbctU Hit Probable Saecesior and Then 
Pollowi tbe Commnne. 


T H E E D U C A T IO N Q U E S T IO N .

A taN, BoMo-looklnKoM m an; a broad, bigh, emooth 
fBrehead; kmg wtalU hair; dark, reflective blue 
c je a ; a raaj, healthy oomplexion; a head Michael 
Angelo would have delighted In; a figure slightly 
otooplDg when In repose, but erect and straight as 
an arrow when animated; with this all the signs 
and cbaractertotios of a hale and hearty old age— 
oncb is Monseigneur Dupanloup, Bishop of Orleans, 
member oT the National Assembly and the lieat of 
France’s living orators. I think Monseigneur Du- 
ponlonp Is one of the few great men of France in 
whom one is not disappointed upon seeing him for 
the first dme. We Americans, who arc accustomed 
In onr statesmen to see such heads as those ot 
Washington, JefJerson, Webster, Clay ami Donglas, 
ozperlonoe generally a feeling of disappoint­ 
ment npon being bronglit faco to face with the 
men who sway and have swayed tho dcstinles 
of Prance. And I speak not only of tlie present, 
tout of the past. Prom Loula XIV, down to M. 
Thiers himself, Including all the so-called giants of 
the FVench Revolution—Marat, Roiiesplerro and 
the rest of thorn—to snch mosquitoes as the viru­ 
lent Rochefort, tho weeping Jules Favre, the whin­ 
ing Jules BImon of the 4th oi September, there may 
be observed In all of them a certain common place, 
ordinary look, a certain absence of pei-sonul im­ 
pressiveness, of those marks which servo to distin­ 
guish a man from the crowd and which would cause 
him to be singled out among thousands. Who 
conid help observing Washington, no m atter where 
Men or under what olroumstances, with his giant 
form, bis large, but well shaped nose, and his pierc­ 
ing gray eye? or Webster, with bis high, broad 
forehead and llon-llke faoe? or Donglas, with bis 
massive brow and deep dark eyes? But who would 
ever notlee Thiers, the little man with the cnnnlng 
look and the spectacles, if not to pnsh him ont 
of the wayt M. Jnlos Pavre, with his weak and 
watery eyes. If not to pity him? or Mnrat, with his 
hyena-like fhee, if not to loathe him, or even the 
great Ixiuls Qnatorze, with bis narrow, retreating 
forehead and foppish air. If not to despise him? So 
n 18 with many^ very many, of tho great men of 
Prance. They have not the look or air of great 
men, whatever that may be. Small, dlmlnnilve 
bmiles—a fhct which would be of little conse 
«nence If they were not too often accompanied by 
small brains—retreating forehei^s and unnsaal 
dcvclopnents In tfie regions o f whia't the phronoTo- 
glsts term self-esteem and flrmncss-organlkatlons 
which. It is true, may be as good as any other, but 
Whjch, neverlhelesa, arc neither Impressive nOr 
atriklng. 
Monsiegnenr Dnpnnlonp is, however, an excep­ 
tional Prencliman in this respect; for his air and 
bearing are (bn of dignity and his general appear, 
anoc that of a king In the intelleetoal world. He Is 
hvlng in a very pretty villa, near Versailles, and 
thither I went to sec him. It Is a neat Utile country 
bouse or cottage, delightfully situated In the middle 
• f a large park, with a smoothly shorn lawn before 
the door, through which winds a carriage tray. 
It was abont six o’clock in the evening when I 
drove up to the Iron gate in front of the place, and 
almost the first object which attracted my atten­ 
tion was Monseigneur blioMlf, walking slowly up 
and down an 
avcnne, 
which was 
rendered 
delightfully 
cool 
and 
shady 
by the 
thick, 
overhanging branches of the trees in which 
the piase is embowered, making, with his fine, 
large head, which was bared to the cool air of the 
evening, hia long white hair, and his calm, tbought- 
fid face, a picture that wonld have delighted an 
aitist. 
I sent in my card and was Immediately invited 
to walk in. Hereeelvcd mo without returning to 
the house, and con tinned his promenade daring 
the conversation which followed, stopping and 
atnndtag stUl occasionally when becoming snl- 
inatcd or particnlarly Interested in anything 1 was 
iciling him. 
Although knowing me very well he hsfl forgotten 
what paper I represented, bat when I told him it 
was the Nbw Yobx Hbrald, he said, “Oli, yes 1 I 
know. It is a correspondent of the Hbrald who 
fDiind Dr. Livingstone.

Jonrnalism in America seems to be a very different 
thing from what It is In Enropc.” He then made 
many Inquiries relating to tho way In which tho 
Hrrau) is managed—the nnmber of men it em­ 
ploys, the nnmber of Its readers, the infinenco 
and character of journalism in America, tho extent 
to which tlie papers are reatl and a variety of 
«thcr things. In the answers to which qocsilons he 
Memed greatly Interested. 
Alter having given him aU the inforroutlon I 
could on these points the conversation naturally 
tnrnod npon the present condition of France, and 
In reply to my question as to his Impressions re­ 
garding the Bitnatlon he said : - 
TUB SITOATION IR FRANCX. 
“Ah, the situation Is bad enough. The conntry is 
In a very pcrHons position, nom which It can be 
extricated only with extreme difficulty, and, to tell 
the truth, my hopes Of a peaceable solution of tbe 
qnestions which now agítate France are very 
feeble.

On the con­ 
trary, it Is thought to produce an opposite effect. 
The rough natures of the boys are softened and re­ 
fined by It, and their moral tone elevated. Boys 
and girls grow np understanding each other bet­ 
ter than when reared apart; real friendship and re­ 
spect spring up between them ; there ts co-opera- 
tlon and emuUtlon without envy; there la not that 
gnlfwnich separates the sexes In this country; 
they do not feel as though they were different races 
of beings—a mystery to each other—but compan­ 
ions, friends, belpmatofl, comrades, brothers and 
Bisters all together. They grow up knowing and 
UQdcrstandtng each other, and the consequence is 
that people, and the men especially, marry upon 
an average at least five years younger than they do 
In Earopo—a custom which you must acknowledge, 
is a great proof of virtue. 
Monsxionbub—Indeed, yon astonish me. I, of 
course, know but little abont American society, 
and the very tact that snch a state of things can 
exist is a proof of the purity of American manners. 
But with us, I can assure yon, I know that If this 
freedom was allowed the reenlt would be most de­ 
plorable for the morals of tho coantry. I should 
like very mnch to have a book explaining the pnb- 
Uc school system In the United 8Utes tlioroaghiy. 
Oould yon get me snch a work ? 
I replied that I should only lie too happy to serve 
him in any way, and that 1 would procure a work 
on the subject and send It him, and after a little 
more conversation 1 took my leave.

DOW abundant opportunity to test the troth of tho 
maxim uttered by a sarcasUc phUosopber, that Ufo 
would bo pleasant enough If it were not lor Ita 
pleaaures. “Pioasnres,” In the conventional sense 
of tbe phrase, there are none in the month ol Au­ 
gust. The springs of “amosemeat,” popularly so 
eaUod, are dried up for the present In the great 
metropoUs.

New York harlior just at present seems to be pe- 
cullaiiy attractive to war vessels of foreign na­ 
tions, there being no less than one Spanish iron­ 
clad ram and a French steam frigate in port, be­ 
sides two other first class spaniali mm-or-war 
hourly expected. 
The French steam frigate La Mlnerve, flagship of 
Rear Admiral De Bnrville, nnder command of Com­ 
mander D« Fir du Saint André, arrived in the har­

days, from Sydney, Cape Breton. The frigate 
carries

Senator Hale on the Polltlcnl BItnntlon— 
He HoliU tUe IHlrror up to tots Old Asao> 
elates. 
Hon. John P. Hale, for many years a leader in tho 
republican party and Senator in Congress from 
New Hampshire, publishes a long reply to a corres- 
pondout who asks hto views of current politics. 
He says;—Mr. Greeley’s case to plain enoogh. on 
pages 3«3 and 35» of tho flrst volume of hto History 
of the American Conflict, you will find hto own ac­ 
count of himself as he was at the breaking out of 
the rebeUlon. Ho there savs that on the second 
day after Mr. Lincoln’s election, November », 
I860, “the following leading article appeared 
in the New York Tribune.'^ You will And, ho says, 
in that article:—“If the Cotton states sbaU decide 
that they can do better out of the Union than in it, 
we insist on letting tUem go in peace." To avoid 
all posslbUlty ol being misunderstood, ho repeats 
the same doctrlae In dtffhrent words—“Whenever 
B considerablo section of our Union shall dellbe. 
rately resolve to go oat, wo shall resist all coercive 
measures designed to keep It in." Lest one article 
might not make his position sufficiently consplcu- 
ons. he wrote and pnbllshed many articles con­ 
taining the same doctrine. Lest aU bto newspaper 
articles on the subject sbonid, in tbe coarse of tlme^ 
be lorgotten, he copies one of them into hla History 
of the American Conflict, for tbe apparent purpose 
of preserving. In the dnrable lorm of a htotorical 
record, his undisouted claim to the Utie of an origi­ 
nal secessionist. 
If a majority of Southern voters, that is, of free 
white men, would “deliberately resolve to go out," 
be pledged himself to resist all coercive measnres 
desigaed to keep them in. That was the simplest 
plan ever suggested for the dtosolntlon o f the 
Union and the perpetnatlon of slavery. What 
stronger inviuuon “to go oni" could he have given 
tho south than that pledge “to resist all ooerclvo 
measures designed to keep it In »’’ Slaveholders, 
anxtons “to go ont," but dreadins the “coercive 
measnrea." read Mr. Greeley’s pledm republished 
in every Southern paper. Its effect is well known. 
Among the Inflncaces that changed the doubting 
and hesitating white men of the South into firm 
and ardent secessionists, none was more efltectlve 
than Mr. Greeley’s pledge to “resist aU coercive 
measures." Whether that pledge was the means 
of turning theacale, and giving the active secea- 
sionlsta their majority, we may not oeruinly know 
nntU the day of flnal reckoning, but this we do 
know, that for all the ruin, deaototlon and misery 
of the secession war, no man. North or South, Is 
more responsible than Mr. Greeley.

When he makes hia next stump speech 
let any one ask him. In the fOce of the world, if he

Several Indick- 
menta are yet hanging over them, and these tho 
State authorities ooosldered it would net be neoea- 
sary to bring up at the next term of Court. Bag 
the defiant attitude assumed by the Commlsslonon 
in resisting the mandate of the Governor makeaifc 
Incumbent on the Attorney General ami Dtotrtok 
Attorney to force them Into true ropenunce by • 
wholesome administration of the law at the nexk 
term of the Court.

power to ludict under that act, inasmuch as tho 
penalty seems to be provided in the act, which is 
the forfeiture, apeaklng generally, of tbe gala of 
the result of being interested In a contract. Buttf 
in these officers you find fraud or corriiptloa yoa 
indict by the common law without reference to any 
statute. In this connection the Court refer you to 
section 160 of the Jersey City charter. Tbe doo* 
trine of conspiracy may also apply to those offloiala 
tf'they enter into ooUuslon with a oonlraotor to 
defraud the olty." 
The extraordinary length of time devoted by that 
Grand Jury to the municipal frauds in Jersey City 
was sufficiently trying to men who bad argent boal- 
oess to attend to, and the irregularities in the Bowrd 
of Chosen Freeholders, being of minor importanota 
were transmitted to another Grand Jury. Some of 
these irregalarlties wUl quickly appear. Tbe huv 
provides that neither olty nor oounty offidato shall 
be directly or indirectly concerned la any oontraol 
or In the sale of any article to the olty or ooonty 
resoectlvely. Yet It to notorious thatuptothlB 
day members of the Board of Chosen Freehoidera 
have supplied goods, mostly through second parUe% 
to tho county. This practloe bad become so coto 
moQthat at the meeting before tbe last Mr. Olay- 
ton offered a resolution that no member a< 
the Board shaU seU anything to the county. Ttaa 
resolution was strengthened by an amendmeah 
offered by Hr. Lewis and was adopted. This, how­ 
ever, did not check the evil, and at the latest meet­ 
ing, on Thursday of this week, a resolution waa 
adopted providing that proposals shall be recetved 
In future for the supply of beef to tho connty Aliaa- 
house and prlsona. The beef has been hitherto sop- 
pllcd by a member of the Board under the name oC 
“a friend." To this very day tho groceries and 
provisions are suppUed by another member, who 
Is a member of a firm In Chambers street, New 
York. The stationery and prlniinq contract seesM 
to be an heirloom to a firm in Uberty street. New 
York, although the work could be performed al 
cheaper rates in Jersey City. 
The law requires that all contracts exceeding tho 
sum of $500 shall be awarded by advertisement; 
yet this provision has been practically annuUod, ao 
In the case of the contract lor the erection of a new 
lence aronnd the Oonrt House and jail gronnds. to 
this case the Committee on imbllc Grounds aotl 
Buildings opened the proposals and scanned them 
before they submitted them at a meeting of the 
Board.

THE WOBS OF THE BOABD OF HEALTH 


On Thursday C aptain Yule, w ith a force of police, 
forcibly ejected the occnpants of the tenem ent 
houses Noa. 42, 44 and 40 Elm stree t and the rear 
houses 22, 24 and 20 Oak street. The order for their 
vacation was Issued some tim e ago by the Banitary 
Commissioner; but as It had not been ooroplicd 
w ith the interference of the police has been ren- 
dereil necessary. The bouses in Elm s tre e t were 
first em ptied, and tbe scene was pitiable as tlio 
w retched inm ates rem oved their fu rn itu re to the 
sidewalk, bitterly pretestin g against w hat they 
considered an unw arrantable piece of persecution, 
•nie police perform ed their paiufnl duty w ith as 
m uch hum anity as possible, and did all they could to 
alleviate the sufferings of the uufurtunnte beings 
who w ere so suddenly deprived of the shelter 
which, m iserable 
as 
it 
w as, was 
the only 
one their poverty nfftorded 
to 
them . 
When 
every article of furniture had been removed 
to the sidew alk the scene was truly h eartrending 
and dram atic, looking Uko a picture of Eugene 
Sue’s ••Mysteries of Paris.” 
The old women, so 
feeble th a t they w ere scarcely able to walk, w ept 
bitterly, and the younger w om en and children, 
though n o t so dem onstrative In th eir grief, w ere 
alm ost rendered desperate by the predicam ent In 
which they w ere placed. 
Every article, even to 
the smallest, w:m carefully removed, and some 
old relics, which the ow ners had kep t from 
happier days and which recalled tender m em ories, 
w ere ncposlted as tenderly bn the pavem ent as if 
they had been heirlooms. The houses, which are 
unfit for beasts of the forest to huddle together in, 
tar less hum an beings, were occnpicd by about six 
poor families, and are owned by Messrs. Faulkner 
and Johnson, 44 W alker street. The bouses on Elm 
stree t w ere cleared first, and then the police 
proceeded to Fisher’s lane, w here the rear houses 
of 22, 24 and 26 Oak stree t arc situated. 
The news 
of w hat the police had been doing in Rim stree t had 
got wind, and when they arrived In Fisher’s lunc 
a large crowd was w aiting to receive them in a 


UIQHLY BXCtTED CONDITION. 
No obstacle was offered to the officers, however, 
and they were allowed to proceed with th eir dis­ 
agreeable duty, 'nie lane Is a narrow alley, run­ 
ning beneath an arch formed by tbe houses front­ 
ing on Oak street. Wolf B llberstein, a B axter stree t 
storekeeper, owns *24 and 26, front and i-car, and 
G riffin* O’Neal, d irt co n tracto rsJease the rear 
property from him. 
The houses No. 22 arc owned 
by a Mrs. Nugent, who lives in the front house, 
which is In a mucli m ore cleanly condition than the 
house she rents out. 
A deBcriptlon of the above prem ises as they w ere 
seen by a H b ra ld reporter may not bo u n in terest­ 
ing, and will convey some Idea fo our wealthy mll- 
lionnalres now th eir poorer “fellow citizens’’ live. 
No. 42 Elm 
street 
Is an old and dilapidated 
brick and wooden 
stin ctu re, and 
has stood 
the w ear and tea r of num erous years. The tim bers 
of the fram e p art are «lec-ayed and tottering, and 
the staircases and floors are so thickly strew n with 
holes th a t a person runs in risk of breaking his 
neck at every step. Tbe floors trem ble under the 
■lightest tread, and the doors and door fram es are 
so ro tten th at they afford no protection against 
wind or rain.

The building 80 and 39>4 B axter stree t is a very 
old and ruinous wooden stru ctu re, two stories in

It Is occupied by two tam llles, and the 
condition of the building Is sucli as to be dangerous 
to life am i detrim ental to health. The tim bers are 
decayed and broken, portions of the floors having 
fallen down, causing the front of the bnilding to 
trem ble um ler the slightest footstep. 
The w eather 
boards are also w arped and broken, and offer no 
obstacle to the entrance of the wind and rain. The 
staircase and the re ar steps are broken and danger­ 
ous. The window fram es are extrem ly frail and can­ 
not be opened for ventilation, rendering the air In­ 
side close and stlfilng, particularly In hot w eather. 
The bnilding has been declared unfit for habitation, 
and the health officers have recom m ended th at It be 
im m ediately vacated.

The Junior partn er, Mr. Richard R. Butler, bad been 
a clerk in his employ since tho year 186*2, before 
which period he had borne a good reputation for 
ordinary rccUtudo and ability.

AU the BOWS ol late from England with 
regard to the Bopply, production and 
price of coal bhowe that the coal qnos- 
tion in all ita bearings on the present and 
ftitnro is becoming deeply interesting. 
There is no subject which engages the 
soriouB attention of the statesmen and poUtical 
economists of England at the present time 
more Important than that of the coal rapply 
of the United Kingdom. The consumption 
has been no enormous of late years and the 
yearly ratio of increase in consumption bos 
been so great that it has become evident the 
time is approaching when the limited area of 
the coal fields must be exhausted. 
This 
gloomy prospect, with its probable distressing 
oonsequoncos, was brought to the notice of 
the British public iu an able speech delivered 
by Mr. Gladstone a few years ago. Others 
have spoken and written on Uio subject, but 
the note of alarm sounded by this statesman 
awakened England from her slumber of 
fancied security and perpottial oommeroial 
supremacy. Parliament saw the necessity of 
investigating the question of coal supply in the 
British islos and appointed commissioners for 
that purpose. Reports have been made by 
these Commiftsiouers which show that this 
prime source of England’s manufacturing and 
commercial greatness is in process of rapid 
exhaustion, and that within little over a con- 
tury all the co:»l of the United Kingdom will 
bo consumed The report of the Commission 
has been severely criticised by scientific men 
and able writers, who argue that the coal of 
Great Britain will bo exhausted in a much 
shorter period than that calculated by the Com­ 
missioners of Parliament 
The Commission reports that the probable 
quantity of coal in the ascertained coal fields 
of the United Kingdom is 90,207,000,000 
tons. This estimate includes everything of

But too many of 
them did the same thing, and there wasn't 
enough stock to go around.

the natura of oo.al that has a scam of more 
than twelve inches thick and to a depth of 
four thousand feet. One able writer, in an­ 
alyzing this estimate, shows that the quantity 
capable of being extracted at a working depth 
is not over 61,000,000,000 tons -that is, at a 
depth above the limit of blood heat. Then it 
is calculated that 2*2,000,000,000 can only be 
extracted at a cost that at present prices would 
not pay. Thirty-nine thousand millions of 
tons, then, this English writer says, is all the 
coal of the oxistonooof which, within the limits 
of available working means, there is any evi­ 
dence. Some sanguine geologists are specu­ 
lating upon a larger supply from possible un­ 
discovered beds; but there ore no facts to sus­ 
tain such an assumption. The conclusion is, 
therefore, that 39,000,000,000 of available and 
22.000.000.000 tons of.loss available coal, oou- 
sidering the amount already extracted, are 
largely in excess of the probable actual 
quantity. If the present rate of increase of 
consnmption be continned the last ton of the 
avaUable 39,000,000,000 tons would he ex­ 
tracted in seventy-three years. In the year 
1869 there were taken from the mines 
108.000.000 tons. The amount in 1871 was 
estimated at nearly 118,000,000 tons. The in­ 
crease in the year 1869 was equal to that of the 
two preceding years. The annnal increase, 
one year after another, is, at least, from three 
to four per cent, and at this rate the oonsomp- 
Uon would reach in twenty-five yean fully 
220.000.000 tons a year. 
It must be remembered, too, that the be.st 
coal is generally mined at first England, 
consequently, is not only rapidly exhausting 
the amount of supply, but most depend more 
and more upon an inferior quality as time ad­ 
vances. Then the additional cost of mining 
as greater depths are reached, and the inevit­ 
able increase of wages with the progress of the 
age and improving condition of the working 
classes, mast in time seriously affect the 
manufacturing and commercial facilities and 
greatness of England. It is admitted that 
the coal fields of the United Kingdom are in 
area but four per cent of those already known 
in the world. The wonder ful growth and 
present magnitnde of English manufactures 
must be attributed chiefly to the coal fields of 
the British Ides, and, as a conseqnenoe also, 
England’s vast commerce and wealth. Steam 
power, evolved by the valuable mineral, has 
given a production that all the labor of the 
teeming millions of the British Empire oonid 
not As the supply of this material gives out 
in qn.<intity end quality, and as the cost of ex­ 
tracting it increases, England’s manu- 
facturiug and commercial supremacy will 
probably decline. England cannot import 
cool in such vast quantities as she will 
need it, and comjiete with the conntries which 
have it in abundance and from which she 
must obtain it Nor will the cheap labor upon 
which she has dex>ended in a great measnre for 
success contiuue to bo available. The English 
working classes have reached the starvation 
point—the point of lowest wages and endur­ 
ance—and with their political amelioration, 
which conies with the enlightened progress of 
the times, the laboring people aspire to a 
better condition, and will have It. Unless 
some other motive power than steam evolved 
by coal, and some other substance for furnaces 
and forge.s can ha found, it will not be many 
years before manufacturing and commercial 
rivals will distance England iu the race for 
supremacy. 
What nation, then, has the rosourcea and 
the fairest prospect of rivalling England in the 
future? What country is to inherit the empire 
of commerce ? It requires little sagacity to see 
tb.at this is to be the destiny of the United 
States. Taking coal as an important, or the 
most important, element of maonfaoturing and 
I commercial development and greatness, the 
rcsouroos of this country cannot be over­ 
estimated. The area of the coal beds in Great 
Britain docs not exceed a ÍLousaní squara 
leagues, and all other known European bods 
together are less than that 
We have at 
lo.ist twenty thousand square leagues of coal 
measures, and these are so located and dis- 
tributod as to bo in close proximity to our 
great water courses, to inexhaustible raines of 
iron and other ores, and run through most of 
the central tier of States from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 
Nor httve wo to go down 
thousands of feet at groat cost to depths 
where the temperature is at blood heat and 
human life endangered—to extract the coal. 
It is near the surfac?, generally, and can be 
mine 1 at a small cost, comparAtively. Through­ 
out thc.se coal regions, too, we have a limitlosa 
amount almost of the most fruitiul soil, where 
provisions of all kinds coo be raised and ol>- 


teiiied olM aply. T Im d oof m ilrooda tm verse 
theooolflsldaiBsvetydiKetion. Welmvemade 
and ore making great progress In developing 
this mineral wealth, and in a short time shaU 
exoeed ttio prodootion and cousomption of 
England. In two decodes—and twenty years 
is a brief period in the history of a nation— 
our forty millions of population will be aug- 
montod, probably, to nearly eighty millions. 
Mining will keep paoe with other industries, 
and may, possibly, be occeloratod faster with 
the increase and aggregation of popola- 
iion. With mining will come an increase of 
nufaotores, both for our own wants and for 
external commerce. Then, with cheap and 
abundant coal and provisions, a denser popu­ 
lation and the most convenient geographical 
position for trade both by the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, there is every reason to expect 
a transfer of manufootnring and commercial 
supremacy from England to the United 
States. The news of a continued rise in the 
price of coal in England, notwithstanding 
large importations from Belgium, we regard os 
one of the first indications of the important 
change about to take place in the destiny 
both of that eonntry and this. Coal, more 
than anything else, has mode England what 
she is, and as it is the great lever of modem 
progress the want of a solBoient supply must 
check her prosperity and divert the current of 
commerce.________________ 
Our Mevlesn Nolgkboxs-Thelr Claim 
for Thirty M illions of Dollnrs—Inso­ 
lent Action or licon Onsman. 
The public of the United States have been 
made aware from time to time, by very solemn 
anuouucomonts from Washington, that the 
farce of a Claims Commission was being 
enacted on the Rio Grande border. In view 
of the unwillingness of the authorities to 
afford proper protoclton to our frontier oili- 
aens, by the employment of the military forces 
of the Republic against murderous savages 
and thieving rancheros, it was thought neees- 
Hory to allay public discontent by the appear­ 
ance of making an effort to securqneace on 
the frontier. The value set on ^ peace 
policy of Washington by the border mar.an- 
dors was clearly enough shown by the out­ 
rages committed almost witliin sight of the 
meeting place of the Claims Commissioners. 
But such slight and unimportant considera­ 
tions as the murder of a few more Americans 
could not bo expected to rufiSe the solf- 
complacency of 
our 
peaoe-at-any-price 
authorities. So, while the Mexicans drove 
off Texan cattle and shot down obstrep­ 
erous owners, the representative of the 
Spread Eagle bowed politely to the Mexican 
Commiasionor and assured him that such tri­ 
fling indiscretions on the port of his hot-blooded 
compatriots should not ho allowed to intcfercr 
with the sentiment of peace and friendship 
that had ever existed between the two sister 
republics. The Mexican naturally agreed that 
this was a fair and impartial, as well os a 
broad and philosophio, view of the case, and, 
improving the opportunity, suggested that, as 
we were inclined to ho generous, tho payment 
of thirty million dollars, more or less, on oc- 
oonnt of tho robberies already inflicted on us 
would be a handsomo way to wipe out 
the pasti This unfortunate shot in tho 
Treasury locker touched tho representative of 
Washington to tho quick and brought 
him up slick. Ho was qqite willing to 
allow Moxicans to indulge in the excit­ 
ing sport of cattle stealing, with an odd mur­ 
der thrown in os a kind of spice; bnt totonoh 
the money bags at Washington was to profane 
a place sacred to offloe-holders, and altogether 
a different question. The cool request for 
thirty millions oi dollars, claimed on account 
of Indian incursions, for which we are ex- 
pootocl to pay, was therefore agreed to he re­ 
ferred to an umpire; hut for some unexplained 
reason this course was not immediately taken 
and the matter was shelved until a Mexican 
Oommissioner was reoalled and replaced by a 
certain haughty hidalgo named Leon Guzman. 
This person evidently thought we bad been let 
off too cheaply, and deolined to allow the um­ 
pire to decide tho qnostion, insisiing that the 
iitUe matter should be settled by treaty. This 
proceeding on the pert of Mr. Guzman practi­ 
cally pat an end to the Commission, and so 
the farce ended—for the time. 
President Grant., on the occasion of the pre- 
sonlation of Sofior Moriscal. the new Mexican 
Minister, took the opportunity to represent, of 
course in a mild way, that if the conduct of 
the fiery Guzman were tolerated the darling, 
convention would come to naught The Presi­ 
dent even ventured to express an opinion that 
such action on tho part of the Mexican Com­ 
missioners was not calculated to increase our 
friendly feeling for the sister Bepublio. As 
a matter of course the Minister bowed, ut- 
tered the asnal commonplaces and went home 
to enjoy a good laogh at the expense of the 
American government These people know 
no law but tho law of force, and do not at all 
comprohond tho high Christian morality that 
obtains at Washington. The borderers see 
that there are fnt kine in Texas to be had for 
taking, and no great fear of intermption orre- 
sistonoe. Such temptation is naturally too 
strong for a people whoso ideas of property 
are somewhat rude. The central government 
has neither the power nor the will to stop the 
frcehootiug, and onr authorities are too vir­ 
tuous to violate neighboring territory in pur­ 
suit even of murderers and robbers. How 
long this policy is likely to continue is 
altogether a question of paticnoe, aud we begin 
to believe that there is more of the saint in the 
Texan character thau we ever gave the inhab­ 
itants of the Lone Star State credit for. But 
the Americau public are getting tired of the 
insolence and violence of our neighbors, and 
the action of tho Guzmans and the Cortinas is 
rapidly creating a sentiment in this country 
that even the saintly, peaceable men at Wash­ 
ington will have to hearken to. I^il Sheridan 
and a few thousand of Uncle Som’s hoys would 
settlo all tho disturbing border questions hot­ 
ter and quicker than any number of commis­ 
sioners, aud to this kind of logic wo shall be 
compelled to appeal at lost. 
T h e S eason at B riohton. —On another page 
of to-day’s U rbald wo publish a gossipy letter 
about Brighton, the famous English watering 
place, its sights and its attractions, the people 
who visit there aud what they go for.

Terrihls m evetotloa. 
Fifteen years ago a very wealthy train of 
emigrants left Arkansas for Californio, there 
to seek new homes. From all reports it was 
considered the most oomfortably outfitted com­ 
pany of emigrants that ever crossed the Plains. 
In addition to the usual wagons, freighted with 
provisions, clothing and the portable vsdu- 
ables of their former homes, together with the 
implements of agriooltore and meohauics, 
there were several oorriages for tlie more con- 
voniout travelling of tho ladies, tho young and 
tho aged. 
Altogether, tho appearance 
of the train and the exoellent con­ 
duct and pleasant associations of the 
emigrants with one another bespoke the mov­ 
ing of farmers and tradespeople in comfort­ 
able oiroumstanoes. They rested every sovonth 
day in their journey, and engaged in religious 
exercises in their own way, as had been their 
custom at home. They appeared to be related 
to each other by families or by marriage, and 
with the toddling infant playing in the camp 
at night might he soon the venerable patriarch 
of tbreo score years and ten. All seomod 
happy together. Snoh was the emigrant train 
that passed through Utah in 1867 and perished 
on the Mountain Meadows, two hundred and 
fifty miles south of Salt Lake City. 
During the past fifteen years this Mountain 
Meadows massacre has been frequently charged 
to tho Mormons, but with unyielding perti­ 
nacity they have denied the implication, and 
with iho boldness of their assertions they have 
managed to induce even astute Congressmen to 
beliovo that the massacre was the work of the In­ 
diana But, singularly enough, on the fifteenth 
anniversary of that foul and treacherous deed, 
iu which oue hundred and twenty men, 
women and children were murdered, there 
comes to us from tho city of tho Prophet 
Brigham the full and frank confession of one 
of his own bishops that the bloody work was 
ordered by tho Mormon leaders and executed 
by thoir militia. 
Philip Kliugon Smith makes oath before 
tho Clerk of tho Circuit Court pf the 
Soveuth Judicial district of the State of 
Nevada that the massacre of tho large body of 
Arkarms emigr^ts on ^eir way to California 
was perpetrated by the Mormon miUtia, anti 
by order of the Mormon authorities at “hoad- 
quarters.” Wo need not recite the horrifying 
story as related in Smith’s affidavit, for that 
can he seen by onr readers. Smith was a 
bishop in the Mormon Church, and was a 
member of tho force sent by the Mormon 
authorities to massacre the Arkansas emi- 
granta There seems to be no reason to doubt 
the statement he mokes under oath, and he 
was certainly in a position to know the facts. 
We would willingly believe if we oonld that 
no people claiming to be civilized conld ho 
guilty of such a horror and baso treachery as 
he describes; but the details are so oiroum- 
stantial, and the crime was so much in ac- 
oordanoe with the fanaticism and revenge ot 
the Mormons generally at that period that the 
statement cannot he doubted. The motives 
given for this dreadful butchery are many. 
One is that it was conceived emd carried out in 
revenge for the injuries sustained by the 
Mormons in Missouri and Illinois; an­ 
other is that it was to revenge the kill­ 
ing of a Mormon some time previously in 
Arkansas by the husband of a woman whom 
the Mormon had carried off. Of oonrse there 
would he no jnstifioation either of the crime of 
the Mormon in taking another man’s wife or 
for the husbond in taking tho life of the wife 
stealer; but that tho Mormons wrought thoir 
vengeance on a hotly of innocent emigrants 
because they happened 
to he from 
the 
same State 
as 
the murderer 
makes a shallow 
excuse which the 
most confessedly brutalized wretches in the 
world could not exiioct to palm off os the true 
cause. It was, undoubtedly, the desire of the 
Mormon leaded in carrying out the atrocity to 
strike such a deadly fear into emigrants that 
the route across the Territory would be looked 
on as a grave. They wanted no knowledge of 
the Territory to go abroad, and they wanted no 
settlemonts within it, save snoh os filtered 
through the Mormon Church. This is nakedly 
what the order to exterminate the Arkansas 
emigrants meant, no matter what other pre­ 
tences may have been cunningly circnlated to 
account lor It, even among the ignorant Mor­ 
mons, who would do for revenge what they 
might fear to do in fnrtheranco of such 
a bloody policy. 
What makes it more 
horrifying is that after these brave emigrants 
bad fought successfully against their assassins, 
the Mormon militia, for four days, they were 
treacherously entrapped by a flag of truce 
and indnccd to lay down their arms under 
a promise of security, and thou mercilessly 
butchered. None bnt the small children were 
spared, and those only, perhaps, booauso tho 
lecherons and brutal Mormons thought they 
could appropriate persons of such tender years 
to their own use. There is nothing in the his­ 
tory of civilized countries more fearfully atro­ 
cious than this massacre, and no act of 
treachery more dastardly thau that by which 
the emigrants wore induced to lay down thoir 
arms. 
It is an awful confession, and one that will 
awaken the whole United States to demand 
that this dark page in onr history be illtuni- 
nated by a full investigation and the prompt 
ptmishment of the guilty wretches who slow 
innocent and unoffending men, women and 
children. It was with this confession before 
them that a few honorable citizons of Utah 
asked (Tongress, dnring its last session, to 
so provide for the holding of courts that the 
murders in Utah could be properly investi­ 
gated and the guilty brought to punish­ 
ment. 
Brigham Young, who knew what 
was 
banging 
over 
his 
heod, 
sent 
a dopulation of two Mormon Gentiles and 
their wives, together with his favorite Apostle 
Cannon, to lobby and corrupt where they 
conld to prevent legislation. And while that 
was natuml enough for Brigham Young to do 
it was currently reported that his financial 
agent at the seat of government had perma­ 
nently secured in tho judiciary committees of 
both tho Benate and the Honse all the 
influence necessary to frústrate every measure 
that promised tho dreaded investigation. 
With such a record now sworn to by an eye­ 
witness and a participator in the fool deed it 
will he interesting to watch tho action of tho 
government Even at this late day it should 
promptly investigate tho wholo matter and 
hriug the guilty wretches to condign punish­ 
ment A iieople who oould commit snoh a 
orimo, and a community that would tolerate 
and cover it up, aro unfit to be reooguiced 


asdvUiaed. Fortunately, tbs frlghtfrd nfeer 
of Mormonism in Utah is in process of hdng 
eradioated, and the sooner it is completely re­ 
moved the better. 
The ProtccUon o t Bm lgm nU. 
The investigation held by the Oommiadoners 
of Emigration into the alleged ill treatment 
sofEsred by passengers on board the Charles 
H. Marshall has resulted in establishing the 
chargee made against the crew. Unfortunately 
the state of the law places it out of the power 
of the officials to visit the guilty parties with 
the punishment they so richly deserve. It 
appears monstrous that any body of men 
should he able with impunity to exercise such 
brutality and tyranny os tho wretched Polish 
Jowa were made to suffer at the hands of in­ 
human sailors, without being amenable to 
justice. Had the some assaults been commit­ 
ted on land the perpetrators would quickly 
have been consigned to the Penitentiary; hut 
on account of the nusetilcd and nnsatisfáctory 
state of international law such outrages can be 
committed without fear of punishmont The 
story of the passengers of the Charles H. 
MarshaU wiU not faU to arouse public 
attention to the importance of affording 
greater protection to immigrants to onr shores. 
Sad os the history is os a record of “man’s in- 
humaniiy to man,” it presents a by no means 
exceptional picture of the sufferiug and indig­ 
nities inflicted by brutal sailors on those seek­ 
ing refuge in the New World. Flying from 
miseiy, -wretchedness and oppression in Eu­ 
rope, tho extreme poor, who are compelled to 
trust to escape to the sailing vessel, aro ex­ 
posed to tho brutal 'riolonoe ot the lowest class 
of seamen, who, for the most part, take refuge 
iu tho packet service. With such characters 
tho maintenance of discipline is well nigh im- 
poesiblo, even when the officers are themsclv^ 
of good character—a oofiditi5n that does 
not exist in all cases. 
In the opinion 
of some of our leading 
merchants 
the cause of the impossibility of finding a 
good class of men for this service is due to 
the destruction of the American shipping in­ 
terests and tho closing of a professional career 
to men of intelligenoe and conduct Although 
ppl^ JCW05 juf have j^enjw ct^ pu j^ rd 
the Oharles H. Marshall areT'not nnkuown on 
foreign vessels, it is much to be regretted that 
such outrages are most frequent under the 
American flog. The cause is, no doubt, trace­ 
able to the peculiar oiroumstanoes in which 
our shippers are placed with regard to the se­ 
lection of crews. Men of all nations crowd 
our ports, and from this motley crowd tho 
crews have to be gathered. But though this 
ciroumstanoe no doubt exercises an important 
influence on the oharaeter of American crews, 
wo must not hastily conclude that it offers suf­ 
ficient explanation of the tyranny and disre­ 
gard of their rights to which unfortunate 
passengers are exposed on sailing paokets. 
It would, perhaps, be nearer the truth ii we 
left the blame on the want of stringent laws 
for tho proteotion of emigrants while on the 
high seas. 
The letter of Oommissioner Osborn to Mr. 
Caaserly, the Superintendent at Gastie Garden, 
in reference to the complaint of an immigrant 
of ill-treatment while at sea, accounts for the 
brutal violence of sailors on shipboard. From 
this letter we learn that the emigrant who 
leaves a foreign port under the American flog 
has absolutely no proteotion against personal 
outrage until he touohes lopd. He may be 
kicked until he is at ths point of death, or 
“roped,” or hung over the ship’s side head 
down, with the prospect of a sudden plunge 
into tho waves, for the amusement of a brutal 
crew; hut the law takes no notios of sooh 
assaults unless they are made with intent to 
commit a felony. The ruffians know the laxity 
of the law and take advantage of it whenever 
tho discipline of the ship is not sufficiently 
severe to restrain their brutal instincta With 
the knowledge of this foot before their minds 
the authorities ought to be able to adopt such 
measures as would effectively put on end to 
the disgraoeftil treatment emigrants are so often 
subjected to while at sea Before the intro­ 
duction of steamers ill-treatment of unfor­ 
tunate passengers was 
a 
rule, until 
the subject attracted tho attention of 
foreign govemmenta By the enactment and 
enforcement of severe laws for the proteotion 
of passengers the ahnses soon disappeared. It 
only requires the authorities here to take the 
same interest in the suppression of brutality 
on board passenger vessels, and the enactment 
of such laws as will leave no loophole for escape 
to the guilty, to render such scenes as were 
enacted on the Chorlee H. Marshall impossi­ 
ble. Onoemakeit olear to the mind of the 
ruffian that he will be held strictly responsible 
for his acts, and wo shall be spared the shame 
of such scenes on Amerioan vessels os dis­ 
graced civilization on board the Charles H. 
Marshall. Ruffians must be taught that Jews, 
like other men, have rights that the law 
will enforce. But the same disregard for 
humanity that was exhibited toward the Jews 
on this oteasion will on another inflict suffer­ 
ing and outrage on others who happen to be 
too weak or too cowardly to resent a wrong. 
It is, therefore, in the interest of tho common 
good that sBfoguards should be erected to shield 
the helploss from the attacks of tho evil-dis­ 
posed. We hope Congress will act on tho rec­ 
ommendation of tho Emigration Commis­ 
sioners and amend the law so as to give the 
fullest and most ample protection to emi­ 
grants while on their way to their new homo. 
Humanity and expediency alike demand it. 
It is not creditable to our law-raakora that the 
bond of ruffians concerned in the unprovoked 
awnnlts on helpless passengers should be 
allowed to depart in peace to wreak their 
savage and causeless hate on new victims, with 
the confidence that they can do so with im­ 
punity. Surely this is an evil that calls loudly 
for redress, aud we hope it will not call in 
vain.

Tha great storm which has just swept the 
oountry from west to east seems to mark th* 
transition of the seasons. It appears that for 
several days it was forcing its way from the 
voUey of the Miasoori River, by detaclt- 
ments. in the dizeotion of thegrcat lakes. On 
Saturday night last the first manifestation of 
its approach was given to the inhabitants of 
Davenport, Iowa, in a terrifle gal^ in which 
the wind blew with great violence and reached 
the hurricane velocity of seventy-two miles an 
hour. Tho Signal Service reports show that 
this wan merely the skirmish of its vanguard 
force aud that the real body of (he gale was 
moving from the far Wont. On the afternoon 
of the nth the barometer had faUen in Iowa, 
and the centre of disturbanoo was crossing 
that State on its northeastward path. On 
Thursday it was reported over Lower Michi­ 
gan, and had began to exercise its indrawing 
influence on the atmosphere over the entiro 
oountry east of the Mississippi. The easterly 
and southerly air currents from the Atlantio 
and Gulf, laden with the Summer evaporation 
of the ocean, as they came over the AUautio 
seaboard, have precipitated large quantities of 
water, and tho whole lake region and the ter­ 
ritory of tho Northwest have been refreshed emd 
irrigated by this benoficont storm, no that wo 
may hope this Fall will not witness the hor­ 
rors ot last Autumn’s Chicago fire and tho 
Northwestern forest conflagrations. 
If the West Indian cyclones are behind their 
usual August dates this year tho late Western 
gale, generated in the valley of the Missouri 
and in tho vast laboratory of nature, the great 
Plains, will perhaps serve the fimctioa 
of the Southern storms for the time ami 
bring on the decisive eqiiinqotial change. 
Already the report of a vast body of 
6o1d atmosphere aud northerly wiads iu 
tho^fa^ Northwest in^catw t^ t tho Summer 
Soutferiy currents aré wTng ovormatcbed by 
the Autumnal winds from the high north. 
It was long ago contended by Sir 
Brewster and other eminent scientists tLti 
these grand continental tempests servo the 
high purpose of diluting all atmospheric poi­ 
sons and deflagrating the noxious elements 
which man would otherwise have to breathe. 
Certainly we fcreathe more freely and vigor­ 
ously after they have swept over its. Wo fiaay 
hope that, after this storm, the last vestige of 
the fiery Summer will be removed.

Ttoe Brie Canal and the Woetern Trade, 
The importance of the question of iuoroased 
facilities of communication between the seor 
board and the West is rapidly forcing itself on 
the minds of the commercial community. 
No part of the Commonwealth is more deeply 
interested in the solution of the problem of 
cheap freights than the inhabitants of Néw York 
city. Owing to the enterprise of her citizens in 
time past this city became the great ouUet for 
the produce of the West; bnt rivals are springing 
up rapidly la many directions, and New York 
no longer affords the quickest and cheapoid 
route for the shipment of Western produce. 
The principal danger to our prosperity arisea 
from the rivalry of the St Lawrenoe, which 
allows grain and lumber to he carried directly, 
without transshipment, to the sea coast snd 
even to Europe. Our old-fashioned oommuni- 
oation by the Erie Canal is too slow, and our 
high tariff railways are too dear, to enable us 
to compete successfully for the carrying trade 
with the Ganadious. As a result we see the 
immense grain and lumber trades, which at 
one time were almost wholly in our hands, 
passing oway to strangers. All the while we 
exhibit an indifference which will ho regretlod 
when it is too late. 
In the news columna to-day we puhUsha 
commonioation on the subject of converting 
the Erie Canal into a freight line. Whether that 
would be a satisfactory solution of the diffi­ 
culty is not quite clear. It appears to us 
rather that such an expedient would not meet 
all the requirements of the case. There is one 
proposition, however, that well deserves the 
consideration of all who ore interested in tha 
welfare of New York. It is the establishment 
of a railway entirely devotetl to carrying 
freight The wear and tear on a road ape- 
dally equipped would be very much less, and 
the delays and inconveniences of the present 
system could be almost wholly avoided. The 
expense of working snoh a line would not ap­ 
proximate to that incurred under tho mixed 
freight and passenger system. Without inter­ 
fering with existing means of communictUioa, 
such a line would afford fiacilities for the car­ 
rying of produce from tho interior without in­ 
curring the cost of transshipment Travelling 
at a lower rate of speed, but without any of 
the shuntinga and delays which are so vexa­ 
tious at present a groat deal of valuable 
time would be saved. 
It would also 
be praotioable to carry freight at much lower 
rates than are charged at present Indeed, 
unless the commercial communitv hare inake 
some effort in this direction the whole Woatem 
trade will eventually be turued into new apd 
cheaper channels. This is a matter that inti­ 
mately interests all classes of citizons and 
ought to receive prompt attention. If private 
enterprise Is not equal to undertaking tho 
estoblishmeat of a highway it might with ad­ 
vantage be undcrtakou by the State ami 
worked, not in the interest of a company, hut 
for the benefit of the whole people. In a very 
few years it would pay the expenso of con- 
strnction and would thou becomo a valuablo 
means of revenue to the government Belgium 
and Switzerland have set us the ox,Ymplo of 
taking the control of the commercial highways 
out of the hands of private associations, and 
the result bos been extremely beneficial to tho 
people. Why should we not try the same ex­ 
periment hero? 
Mcxicaa Border Oatrages. 
Lerdo'8 accession to tho Mexican Presidency 
has not brought the millenuium; at least it 
comes short of that along the Bravo. Our 
Commissioners went lately from Brownsville up 
the river boundary to Rio Grande City to take 
testimony in regard to the allegations of tho 
theft of cattle from our citizens by Mexican 
mamuders. They found proof in plonty. 
Besides the testimony of the plundered plan­ 
ters they saw with thoir own oyos tho commis­ 
sion of tho crime aud the outrageotw insult to 
our sovereignty as a friendly neighbor. They 
saw herds of stolen cattle crossing the river, 
driven by greaser thieves, while large qtionti- 
ties of the Lidos from stolon cattle were dis­ 
covered at the Mexican town of Camargo. 
Murders are common along tha border, and 
the Mexioons do not pretend to conceal tboii 
threats against oU who testify befors Uw Qam 
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jfiviaenUY there must eoon De some 
«eoided step U kea by oar gorcmment to stop 
4hsee ovUwges, or the Texens of the border 
eooBttes wUl be forced to take the matter into 
their own hands and commence an actual war 
for their own protection. 
Certainly if the new 
Mexican President lacks the will or the means 
to control the border mffians we owe it to the 
Texans to protect them by our troops, and if 
necessary take 
military possession of the 
Northern Mexican States for thot purpose. 
We cannot quietly lire by the side of a neigh- 
bor who constantly makes murdotoos raids 
.within our territory.

Most 01 the day was occnpled in the trial of an 
indictmenl against William O’Brien, charging him 
with intending to kill Officer Tiilly. The prisoner 
was Jointly indicted with Edward Keeler, who was 
tried and convicted before the Recorder in May, 
and sentenced for ten years to the State Prison. 
Tbe fact came out in the course of tbe trial that 
shortly after Officer Tully was nearly beaten to 
death by this notorious gang. Officer Lambrecht 
went out to arrest the pai tlea and waa brutally 
m urdere* After the Jury was sworn, Mr. Stewart 
opened the case and called 
Bernard Tully, the prosecuting witness, said he 
was assaulted on tbe night of the 26th of February 
last; he was on his post at thdAcorner of First ave­ 
nue and Forty-seventh street, aud was callcd into 
a lager beer saloon by Sarah Doelger, whicli was 
kept 
by 
her 
son. 
As the 
officer 
was

men lelt Inside were F.dward Keeler and Charles 
Clements. Mrs. Doelger pointed out Keeler for the 
officer to arrest, as he and his associates had been 
raising a disturbance in the place. Keeler seized 
the officer’s club, and while the^ were wrangling 
for it the prisoner, O’Brien, hit 
I eye 
with a stone or some hard substance which he held 
In his hand. The officer fell to the floor immedi­ 
ately and was insensible tor a low moments. Alter 
he regained his feet Keeler and a young man 
named Clements hit him with the club again aud 
brutally treated him. He laid there tor a while, 
and as soon as be got his scuscs partially he got on 
a car and went to the station bouse. The bone in 
the centre of his forehead was broken. The next 
day Officer Tully went to the hospital, where he re­ 
mained nndcr treatment fur eighteen days. It ap­ 
peared further from the testimony of the officer 
that shortly alter he arrived at the station house 
Officer Lambrecht waa sent out to look for tho 
parties wno aasanlted him, and that he (Lambrecht) 
received a fatal wound that same evening. 
Louis Miller, the keeper of the saloon, testlflcd 
lut be saw Officer Tlilly lying on the ground, 
liaving been strnck by Keeler, and then he 
O’Brien raise his hand to strike, but could not say 
what he bad In bis hand; he afterwards found tliree 
large Jagged stones on the floor ol the saloon, which 
were sent to the station bouse. 
On cross-examination 
tho witness said that 
stones were thrown through the wiudow. 
Mrs. Barah Doelger, the mother of the previous 
witness, swore that she saw O’Brien amf several 
others throwing bottles, gla-oses, and other things 
from behind the bar; then she ran into tbe street 
and called Officer Tully. whom she Instructed to 
arrest Keeler; he took hold of Keeler, who hit him, 
and then the prisoner c.ame Into the store and bit 
the officer on the head with a stone; the officer was 
knocked down on the floor, and somebody struck 
her on the back of the head, so that for a time she 
was senseless; O’Brien first bit Tully, while he was 
standing, and then again while he was on tbe floor, 
aud how many times alter she could not tell; while 
the officer was down the stove In the middle of the 
floor fell upon him. 
This was all the testimony for the prosecntiou. 
William O'Brien, the aocused, testified in his owu 
behalf. He said he went there on the Hnnday even­ 
ing in question with Clements, and saw Keeler in 
there; that a dozen of them drank lager beer, sang 
songs and played cards, and that Louis Miller had 
culty with Keeler about paying for a cigar;

Tully going In; the prisoner was arVesled the next 
day at the Broadway Railroad depot, where he was 
employed os a conductor. In reply to the District 
Attorney, the accused said that he was never ar­ 
rested, did not know the men who killed Officer 
Lambrecht, and went Into that neighborhood to see 
a young girl. 
Colonel Hpenccr made one of his characteristic, 
racy speeches, saying everything that couid be said 
for his client. 
Assistant District Attorney Btewart maintained 
that Officer Tully waa brutally assaulted, and that 
the testimony showed that O’Brien, when he struck 
lilm with tlie large, sharp stone, intended to kill 
iiim.

There 
will be five or six races each day at tbe October 
meeting, and sport enough to satisfy the most ex­ 
travagant desires. 
The programme embraces numerous very Im­ 
portant events. The Jerome Stakes (one of the 
races of the first day, Is a sweepstakes for three- 
year-olds, $100 each, half forfeit, with $l,500 added; 
the second horse to receive $900 out of tbe stakes, 
for Which there are sixty-one nominations, includ­ 
ing about all of the nest colts of that age in tbe 
country. The starters arc likely to bo numerous— 
probably a dozen or more.

Mr. Pen- 
nock’s brother to James A. Connolly, Mr. Chamber­ 
lin’s True Bine and Brnnnus, Mr. Morris’ Devasta­ 
tion and St. Patrick, Mr. Wither’s King Ernest (if 
he has sufficiently recovered from lameness). Judge 
Thomas’ Ramadan, Major Thomas’ War Jig and 
others, are in the list of possible and probable 
starters, and there are many chances that the best 
of tlie Judges may foil to pick the winner of this 
rich prize.

THROUGH THE 8UEZ CANAL.

The steamer Giengartney, the first arrival of the 
year at this port from China, through the Suez 
Canal, la now lying at pier 14 East River, ready to 
discharge her large cargo of teas, which is con­ 
signed to Messrs. Howland A Asplnwall. Although 
this good ship, ainee the opening of the canal, is 
the third veaeel of her class tbat has reached New 
York with a almiiar valuable cargo, her arrival nas 
excited considerable intereat among shipping mcr- 
chanu and those oonnected In a thonsand ways 
with onr mercantile martae, many such gentlemen 
oaUlng npon Captain Bolton yesterday and inspect­ 
ing hia cralt thoronghly. The Giengartney left the 
port of Amoy July «, Singapore July 15, Point de 
Galle (Ceylon) Jnly 24, Aden Augusto, and passed 
throngh (he Bnei Canal the l3th and l4th of 
Angnst without accident. Gibraltar was tonched 
on the 26tb of the same month and Madeira on tbe 
28th, since which the time to the evening of Wednes­ 
day last has been occnpled In crossing the Atlantic. 
Captain Bolton does not report anything of a re­ 
markable or nnnsnal nature as occurring during 
the voyage, yet they had rather a severe time 
during the passage Uow»tlie China seaas the south­ 
west monsoon was at its height. In the Mediter­ 
ranean they experienced favorable and particularly 
lovely weather, and since leaving Madeira nothing 
could exceed the pleasantness of tbe passage, the 
annoyance to which they were subjected in the 
early part of the voyage being totally burled in tbe 
more genial rcmombranocs of the latter portion. 
Captain Bolton is enthusiastic In Ills praise of the 
great work which connects the Red aud Mediter­ 
ranean seas, asserting what has often been recorded 
by able and scientific men, "that it is one of tho 
most wonderful works ol the age.” 
But while 
Captain Bolton Is so loud in his praises of the great 
success of the canal, he speaks rather forcibly of 
tbe excessive charges imposed by the officials upon 
all steamers. The rates have been changed within 
a few months, and now the gross tonnage of such 
vessels Is taxed. Instead of what is usual in all 
parts of the world, the registered tonnage, or cargo 
carrying capacity, captain Bolton, of course, paid 
tbe charges under the new rule, but did so under 
protest, and thinks that ultimately all those who 
have been simlllarly treated will receive the 
amount thus unjustly exacted. 
Tho Giengartney is an iron propeller, 300 feet on 
deck, 85 feet beam, 21 feet depth of hold and of 1,100 
registered tons. Her engines are of the direct act­ 
ing description, with cylinders sixty inches in 
diameter ami lonr feet stroke of piston. She has 
long been in the Calcutta and China opium trade, 
and the present voyage was made to enable her to 
reach Euglanfl, where her machinery will be tho­ 
roughly overhauled. 
Although in port bnt one day, everythin* on 
board yesterday morning we.s assuming shipshupe 
order. The accommodations ol this steamer are 
very ample and her decks exceedingly roomy. The 
crew, officers and men nuralicr eighty-eight. The 
torroer arc mostly Malays, whose dress and ap­ 
pearance 
attracted 
much 
attention 
from 
the 
numerous 
vlsltora 
to 
the 
vessel 
and 
the 
dock. 
Iho 
Glengartjiey 
carries 
two tweive-pounders on her deck, and the armory 
on board is well provided with rifles and other 
weapons for offensive and defensive operations. It 
is necessary tor all vessels trading in the China Sea 
to be thus prepared to protect themselves, as 
Should they ever be so unfortunate as to go ashore 
on that inhospitable coast “without arms they 
would be eaten up at once,” as Captain Bolton 
tersely remarked. Many rare birds, China pigs, 
goats and other animals were brought to this port 
fngood condition by the Giengartney, and these 
strangers to our clime attracted as much attention, 
perhaps, during the day as did the vessel and her 
crew.

Spring from Them. 


PATRIOTIC BUT NOT PRACTICAL.

THE EDUCATION QtJESTlON. 


PAIlIS, August 22, 1872. 


Jl tall, noble-looking old man; a iiroa<!, high, smooth 


Jorchead; long white hair; aark, reflective blue 
.cyea; a rosy, healthy complexion; a bead Michael 
.Anselo wonld have delighted m; a figure sllshtiy 
•stooping when In repose, but erect and straight as 
jm arrow when animated; with this nil the signs 
'and characteristics of a hale and hearty old age— 
much is Monscigueur Uupanlonp, Hlshop of Orleans, 
member of the National Assembly and the best of 
.France's living orators. 1 think Monseigneur Du- 
Tianloup is one of the few great men of France In 
•whom one Is not disappointed upon seeing him for 
•the first time. We Americans, who are accustomed 
In our statesmen to see such heads as those of 
Washington, Jefferson, Webster, Clay and Douglas, 
experience generally a feeling of disappoint- 
ment upon being brought face to face with the 
men who sway and have swayed the destinies 
of France. And I speak not only of the present, 
l>ut of the past. From Louis XIV. down to M. 
5"hicrs himself, including all the so-called giants of 
The French Revolution—Marat, Robespierre and 
the rest of them—to snch mosquitoes as the viru- 
lent Rochefort, the weeping Jules Favre, the whin- 
ing Jules Simon of the 4th ol September, there may 
Jw observed in all of them a certain common place, 
ordinary look, a certain absence of personal 1m- 
prcsslvcncss, or those marks which serve to distin- 
trnlsh a man rrom the crowd and which would cause 
nim to be singled out among thousands. Who 
could help observing Washington, no matter where 
•een or under what circumstances, with his giant 
form, hie large, but well shaped nose, and his pierc- 
ing gray eyev or Webster, with his high, broad 
forehead and lion-like face? or Douglas, with his 
massive brow and deep dark eyes? But who would 
ever notice Thlers, the little man with the cunning 
look and the spectacles, IT not to push him out 
of the way? M. Jules Favre, with his weak and 
watery eyes, ir not to pity him? or Murat, with his 
hyena-like face, If not to loathe him, or oven the 
great Louis Quatorze, with his narrow, retreating 
forehead and loppish air, if not to despise him? So 
It is with many, very many, of the great men of 
France. They have not the look or air or great 
men, whatever that may be. Small, diminutive 
bodies—a fact which would be of little conse 
qnence If they were not too often accompanied by 
small brains—retreating foreheads and unusual 
developments in the regions of what the phrenolo- 
gists term self-esteem and firmness—organizations 
which, it IB true, may be as good as any other, but 
which, nevertheless, are neither impressive nor 
•trltlnc. 


Monslegneur Duponloup is, however, an excep- 


tional Frenchman in this respect; for his air anil 
bcarine are full of dignity and his general appear, 
»nce that of a king in the intellectual world. He Is 
living in a very pretty villa, near Versailles, and 
thither 1 went to see him. It Is a neat little country 
Douac or cottage, delightfully situated in the middle 
of a large park, with a smoothly shorn lawn before 
tne door, through which winds 'a carriage way. 


It was about six o'clock in the evening when I 


drove np to the Iron sate in front of the place, and 
almost the first object which attracted my atten- 
tion was Monseigneur himself, walking slowly up 
and down an 
avenue, which was rendered 


delightfully 
cool 
and 
shady by the 
thick, 


overhanging branches of the trees in which 
the place is embowered, making, with his fine, 
large head, which was bared to the cool air of the 
evening, his long white hair, and his calm, thought- 
ful face, a picture that would have delighted an 
artist. 


I sent m my card and was immediately invited 


to walk ia. He received me without returning to 
the house, and continued his promenade during 
the conversation which followed, stopping and 
standing still occasionally when becoming ani- 
mated or particularly interested in anything I was 
telling him. 


Although knowing me very well he had forgotten 


what paper I represented, but when I told him it 
was the SEW YOBK HERALD, he said, "Oh, yes 1 I 
Jcnow. It is a correspondent or the HEBAIO who 
found Dr. Livingstone.

BEVENTTE EECWEBT. 


A Heavy Importing Firm in Boston Ac- 


cused of Defrauding th« Revenue to the 
Extent of 935O,OOO. 


BOSTON, Sept. 13,1872. 


Quite a sensation was created on the street to- 


day by the publication in the Evening Traveller of a 
statement that a prominent dry goods firm had 
been accused of defrauding the government out of 
$350,000. An investigation into the facts of the 
case establishes the truth of the accusation. The 
firm against whom these charges have been made 
is White. Browne * Co., doing heavy importing busi- 
ness at the corner of Franklin and nawley streets, 
and the records at the Dnltcd States Court show 
that their property was attached to the amount of 
$350,000 during the month last past. The writ 
on file covers a series of charges, extending 
from August 2, 1867, to November 15, 1S69, and 
would make a small volume if it were printed. The 
articles are chiefly cloth and worsted goods, on 
which there are three rates of duties, ranging irom 
. 0 to 8 cents per square yard and from 30 to 40 per 
cent aa valorem. It 13 alleged that Messrs, White. 
Browne A Co. entered first class goods as second 
class, and second class goods as belonging to the 
third classification, hence making money at the ex- 
pense of the government. The firm Is composed of 
Messrs. Joseph H. and James White, of this city; F. 
D. Lecompte, of New York, and George H. Browne, 
the buyer, who is resident In Europe, and has al- 
waj s borne an excellent reputation In this city.

There are but three or four theatres open, and at 


no one of them arc the entertainments of such a 
character as to challenge criticism or awaken in- 
terest.

TUB "SILLY SEASON," 
and any sort of faro is goou enough for the strag- 
glers who drop In at hap-hazard to hill the sultry 
hours or an autumnal evening. The play-goers, 
£roperly so-called, are at Kamsgate, Newgate, 
righton, Yarmouth or Scarborough, and the critics 
are scattered all over the world. So the play-bills, 
consisting lor the most part of such familiar pieces 
as "The School for Scandal," "Paul Pry," "Haunted 
llouse, "Not Sucli a Fool as He Looks" aud "The 
Princess of Trebizond," continue unchanged from 
week to week, and may not be expected to undergo 
much alteration until about the middle of next 
month, when the current of theatrical life will be- 
gin to freshen once more and the lessees will see 
about setting their houses in order. Then there 
will be a general "revival," as the good people are 
wont to say, though in a very different sense than 
that in which they use the word, and novelty and 
competition will be the order of the day. 


THE MUSIC HALLS. 
But though the theatres languish, the mnsic halls 
flourish", ,ror the patrons of these establishment! 
bestow their favor with perennial constancy, and 
are of that class of citizens who don't care a pota- 
to whether they are seen in town or not during 
the unfashionable month. 
From tbe ordinary 
category of music halls must be excepted the Phil- 
harmonic, at Islington, which, being to all intents 
and purposes a theatre, remains closed while the 
dramatic company are playing "Genevieve de Bra- 
bant" in the provinces. The music halls proper 
(and at times improper, for the matter of that) are 
doing a capital business. For this pleasant result 
the thanks of the proprietors are in some measure 
due to the "claimant" in the TIchborne case, that 
prodigious personage, attended by his faithful sat- 
ellites, Mr. Whalley and Mr. Gnilford Onslow. hat- 
ing disported himself at the Oxford and the Cam 
bridge frequently of late, to the infinite delectation 
of enthusiastic assemblages. It is wonderful to 
think how many worthy people, chiefly among the 
working classes, still believe in "Sir Roger," and 
wita what rapture they continue to receive him. 


THIS MOUNTAIN OF A MAN 
is no snch uncultivated Bceotian as his enemies 
delight to paint him. Neither elegance nor elas- 
ticity Is reasonably to be expected in a man who 
weighs twenty stone; yet Sir Roger- is not withou 
a certain grace of manner, and as for speech, he 
delivers himself with quite as much fluency and 
felicity as the generality of Englishmen. 
His 
grammar is usually without flaw, and the letcei 
"H" receives no worse treatment at bis lips than 
at those of the majority of Cockneys not belonging 
to the highly lettered class. He is easy and self 
possessed, and Mr. Onslow assured him to his face 
in the presence of a numerous audience at tne 
Oxford Alnslc Hall yesterday afternoon, that se 
(the 
claimant) is "one of the greatest gentlemen 
ever seen in a lady's drawing room;" and if a 
gentleman at all there is certainly no denying him 
the quality of "greatness." He has found a new 
ally in the person of Professor Anderson, the well 
known conjuror, who has no diincnlty in identify

for horse stealing, aud honorably acquitted, and 
who presented him with a walking stick of singu- 
lar beauty. Neither Mr. Onsiow nor Mr. Whalley Is 
much out of place at a -music hall where the per- 
formances consist, for the most part, of gymnas- 
tics and singing, for the former honorable gentle- 
man throws his limbs about like a "trapezlst," 
and, as for the latter, he talks in so peculiar a 
fashion, and with so melodious a cadence, that he 
is continually greeted in the House of Commons 
with shouts of "Sing 1" "Sing 1" Be their mutual 
friend, the claimant, who he may, he has unques- 
tionably proved a trump card In the hands of the 
Music Sail people.

He expired at the resi- 
dence of Friend (Quaker) Laurie Tatum, Indian 
Agent for the Kiowas and Comanches, Fort SilL 
His funeral, which -was attended by the military 
serving at the post, took place on the 9th instant, 
same day, from the quarters of Major Schoueld, 
U. S. A., commanding the troops. 
The work of the commission or examination in 
the Indian Terrltorv, of which PiofessorParish was 
the most active member, has besn specially re- 
ported by the HEKALD press commissioner at- 
tached to It, and his detail forwarded to New 
York.

Lawrence. Kansas, 
on tue 19th 


of August, journeying over the country to 
Fort Gibson, on the cast bank ol the Neosdo, or 
Grand lUver, and overlooking the Arkansas River. 
The fort was reoccupied m the month of May last 
by General Grierson, In command of a force of 
United States cavalry charged to protect the 
whites and travellers .rom massacre or pillage by 
the Indians. At the garrison, Fort Sill, in the 
centre of the wild Indian country. Professor Parish, 
who had previously sickened, was set down in the 
residence of Friend Laurie Tatum, ana placed in 
bed immediately. He was tenderly cared lor by 
Mrs. Tatum. Professor Parish, as has been noticed 
in the special communication to the HERALD—the 
first written report of the expedition—suffered more 
physical inconvenience than any other one of the 
party during the journey across the Plains, lie was 
completely prostrated in strength when he reached 
Friend Tatum's lionsc, and remained with a tend- 
ency to cougcstivc typhoid when his companions 
left him for a walk to the Cliche River. Afterward 
the fever progressed rapidly to tne moment 01 Ms 
decease.

Academy of Mnsic. 


Mrs. Macready changed her bill last evening and 


gave Bnlwer's drama of "Kicnelien." There was a 
fair house, for it was at least half filled, though 
with an audience highly suggestive of eleemosy- 
nary principles. In criticising the performance 
something must, of course, be allowed for the OD- 
vlous and notorious nnntness of tne Academy for 
anything else than music. It is almost impossible 
for an ordinary voice to be heard colloquially farther 
than half way across the auditorium. Indeed, one 
might as well give an elocutionary entertainment 
in Central Park. But even to those who were suf- 
ficiently near the stage to hear the rendering of 
the piece was mnch worse than merely disappoint- 
ing and unsatisfactory. 
Barely 
has 
there 
been a more pitiable 
travesty of a great 
and successful aramatlc creation. Every scene 
sparkles with telling nits that usually, even in 
third rate hands, bring down the house. JJnt these 
gems fell last night without a single hearty burst 
of applause, and the faint echo of appreciation that 
was occasionally started died away in sepulchral 
whispers. Nor, strange to say, did the audience 
once indulge in derisive laughter; they were too 
humane to find amusement in the spectacle of baf- 
fled ambition that met their eyes.'. At no time did 
the piece assume even remotely the dignity of 
reality; it was painfully evident throughout that 
the cast, from the highest to the lowest part, was 
merely a collection of incapables. Why such, a play 
should have been, selected was, Indeed, an un- 
fathomable mystery. 
Richelieu nas been Illus- 
trated by the genius of most of our a-reat players, 
&SA we have all of us seen it vivified by tne force of 
genius into a living and impressive part; but 
Mrs. 
Macready is altoeether inadequate to the 
portrayal or such, a character, and her failure was 
the gloomier in its coloring from the brightness of 
our memories of what her predecessors had accom- 
plished. Her voice is of the epicene gender and 
sounds strangely unnatural, ana her gestures and 
bearing and enunciation sadly betray the defects 
of an imperfect artistic education. Even her elo- 
cution abounds in the grossest blunders, "it is a 
griev-1-ous fault" and "Hi—hi hold the ladder" 
maybe given as conspicuous examples of them. 
Perhaps It may be an excitement ror the veteran 
playgoer to see the worst Richelieu that was prob-

The Spanish rani frigate Nnmancia, wnlch proved 
such a terrible yellow lever bngbear a week or two 
since, is ready lor sea and will probably sail for 
Cadiz this afternoon to go out of commission. She 
has been amply coaled and provisioned and her 
crew are all well. She has lost In all nine seamen 
and two officers by yellow fever. There are now 
no yellow ferer patients In the West Bank Hospital, 
and there will doubtless be no more this season. 
The Spanish frigates Isabel la Cattflica and 
Arapltee, Sourly expected from Martinique, have 
not yet arrived.

Two Klen Snoot Each Other Dead—Tne

lost their lives. A misunderstanding at a ohnrch 
some weeks since resulted in a bitter feeling be- 
tween the two parties, but through the interpo- 
sition of mutual friends a collision, was then 
averted, they agreeing to drop the matter till some 
other time.

head. HcClennan then walkea back towards his 
mule, about fifty yards away, before reaching 
which he fell and expired immediately. Gilchrlst 
lingered until the lltb Instant, when he died.

Ou 
pages 35S and 35u of the ilrst volume of his History 
of the Amerlc-au Conflict, you wilUluil his own •ac- 
count of himself as he was at the breaking out or 
the rebellion. He there savs that on the second 
day after Mr. Lincoln's election, November 9, 
ISiib, "the 
rollowlng leading article appeared 


n the New York Tribuni.:" You will llml, he says, 
In that article:—"If the Cot ton states ahull decide 
that they can do better out or the Union than in it, 
we Insist ou letting them go In peace.1' To avoid 


11 possibility ol being misunderstood, he repeats 
the same doctrine lu diurereut words—"Whenever 
a considerable section of our Union shall delibe. 
rately resolve to BO out, we ahall resist all coercive 
measures designed to keep it in." Lest one article 
might not make hla position stilHcieutly conspicu- 
ous, he wrote aud published many articles con- 
taining the same doctrine. Lest all his newspaper 
articles on the subject should, in the course of time( 
be forgotten, he copies one of them into his History 
of the American Conflict, for the apparent purpose 
or preserving. In the durable lortii or a historical 
record, his uudisuuted claim to the title or an origi- 
nal secessionist. 
If a majority or Southern voters, that Is, of free 
bite men, would • Deliberately resolve to go out," 
he pledged himself to resist all coercive measures 
designed to Keep them in. That was the simplest 
pl-ili *ivor suggested for the dissolution of the 
TTnloii au"d" - the perpetuation or slavery. What 
stronger invitation "to go out" could he have glyeu 
the South than that pledge "to resist all coercive 
measures designed to keep it in »" Slaveholders, 
nuxious "to go out," but drt-adimr the "coercive 
measures," read-Mr. Oreoley's pledge repubiished 
in every Southern paper. Its eUect is well known. 
Among the influences that changed the doubting 
and hesitating white men of the South into ilrui 
and ardent secessionists, none was more effective 
than Mr. Greelev's pledge to "resist all coercive 
measures." Whether that pledge was the means 
of turning the scale, and giving the active seces- 
sionists their majority, we may not certainly know 
until the day of final reckoning, but this we do 
know, that for all the ruin, desolation and misery 
of the secession war, no in.au, North or South, is 
more responsible than Mr. Greeley. 
He Is, In principle, a secessionist to-day as he 
•was wlien. he wrote that article of November 9, 
1SUO, I observe he is stumping the country in his 
own behalf. When he makes his next stump speech 
let any oue ask him, in the face of the world, If he 
still holds the doctrine ot secession as stated by 
him on the 359th page of the Ilrst volume ol his 
"History of the American Conflict," and he may try 
to evade the Question; but if he is compelled to 
give a direct, manly aud true answer, "yes" or 
"no " he will answer "Yes." His secession faith 
is the basis of his whole political character. On 
that basis he urged the taxation of the country to 
pay tue slaveholders for their slaves, when he knew 
they would not sell them. That plan was a part or 
his system, calculated to encourage secession by 
convincing the South that the North was trembling 
with terror, and would do anything but fight for a 
national existence. 
This doctrine of secession is the only article of 
political faith to which he has shown any disposi- 
tion to adhere. He was supposed to be an unflinch- 
ing high tariff man; but. to get Iree trade votes, he 
pledges himself to smother and suppress his opin- 
ions on the tariff question, and to give no advice 
and use no influence on that question, wnich he has 
pressed as of the most vital importance to the coun- 
try. He has given no pledge to smother and sup- 
press his opinions on the secession question. What 
such a pledge would be worth, while his pledge "to 
resist all coercive measures" remains unredeemed, 
yon Ban judge as well as I. 
If such a man could be elected President what 
would he do when his secession views had encour- 
aged the South to secede again? He would, of 
coarse, again offer to hire them to remain by pay- 
las: for their slaves. 
What would be the effect of Mr. Greeley's elec- 
tion ? Manifestly the South would at once be in- 
stigated by his sentiments to agitate the question 
of compensation for their slaves, their debt and 
their pensions, aud with the flery elements thus 
fanned into a flame, the agitation would naturally 
end in our being obliged to recall Grant and the 
army to put down another Insurrection. Ob- 
viously no such man could be nominated for Presi- 
dent by the republican party. When he was satis- 
fleet or that, then, and not till then, he lelt us. 
That Is one serious aspect ef Mr. Greelay's case, 
and If, In addition to his perverse opinions upon 
this momentous question of American nationality, 
you take into the account his excessive vanity, 
weakness and vacillation, his flabby and yielding 
moral natnre, hla eccentric temper and inordinate 
hankering for onlce, you have, I think, a lull ex- 
planation of his present lamentable course. 
Mr. Sumner's case is measurably plain to those 


who, like myself, have had better means cf know- 
ing the man than is afforded by public speeches. 
Mr Sumner was not, as has been claimed for him, 
among the of our earliest anti-slavery champions. 
Mr. Garrison, Mr. Phillips, Mr. Gerritt smith, Mr. 
Giddings and others ante-date Mr. Sumner by many 
years in their espousal of the cause of the slave. 
But I bear cordial witness tnat, after he entered 
upon the worn, he was among the most earnest, 
lalthful and persistent of the Iriends of freedom. 
His arbitrary and dictatorial nature renders him 
peculiarly liable to substitute his own hasty im- 
pulses for convictions and principles of public 
policy. I can readily understand that Mr. Sumner 
might be betrayed by his wounded vanity and Im- 
perious temper Into a temporary nusjudgment. 
But that lie could, under the influence of personal 
irritations, be so blind or so dishonest as to delibe- 
rately and persistently counsel the colored men ol 
the nation to nse their newly-acquired right ol 
suffrage to reinstate their life-long enemies and 
oppressors In the control of the government, is to 
me the strangest phenomenon ol these latter days.

MORE FRAUDS IN JERSEY. 


The Chosen Freeholders of 


Hudson County. 


Members Concerned in Contracts—Free Lunch to 


Bumsellers and Politicians—What It Costs to 


Maintain Paupers and Prisoners—Deplora- 


ble Lack of Discipline—The Cost of 


Supplying Two Juries with 


Meals, Drinks and Cigars. 


There may be some who suppose thai because the 


nuutcipal frauds tu Jersey City have received at- 
tention from the HBIIALD, the Orand Jury, tho 
Courts, and the State Prison olllcials that there is 
uu end to what Judge Bcdle styled "prostituting: 
mbllc olllce to private sain." Hut the following, 
levclopmcnts are calculated to lead to a different 
conclusion. The indictments found by the famous 
Grand Jury ol' Hudson county have produced a 
wholesome effect In every department of the city 
government excepting those under tho control 
of the convicted Police 
Commissioners. 
Tho 


atter oniclals. it was believed, would manifest 
signs of repentance when the Court extended to 
them unlooked-for mercy anil saved them from the 
degradation of the prison, cell. 
Several indlct- 


neii'ls are yet hanging over them, aud these the 
State authorities considered it would not be neces- 
sary to brlug up at the next term of Court. But 
tlie dcflaut attitude assumed by the Commissioners 
In resisting the mandate of the Governor makes It 
Incumbent ou tue Attorney General ami District 
Attorney to lorce them into true rcpeutauce by tt 
wholesome administration of the law at the next 
term of the Court. 


That brauch of local government which claims at- 


tention In the present article is the administration. 
of the Hoard of Chosen Freeholders of Hudson 
County. Some questionable practices have been 
indulged in by members of tills Hoard for several 
years oast which escaped pul^ic attention. There 
were little riugs aud jobs, just as la the Hoard ot 
Public Works. Ou this subject Judge Hedle said. In. 
his charge to thu Grand Jury at the opening of tlio 
Jourt lust January:—"There Is another act to 
which your attention is called, and that a.pplic« to 
the Hoard or Chosen Freeholders. (Tue Court 
here 
referred 
to 
tlie 
laws of 1809, page 


IDS). H is doubtrul whether you would have 
power to Indict under that act, inasmuch as tho 
penalty seems to be provided lu the act, which ia 
the forfeiture, speaking generally, or mo gaiu of 
tne result of belug interested iu a contract. Hut It 
In these oillccrs you Hud fraud or corruption you 
indict by the common law without reference to any 
auitute. lu this connection tlie Court refer you to 
section 100 of the Jersey City charter. The doc- 
trine or conspiracy may also apply to those olllolals 
if they enter Iuto collusion with a contractor t» 
defraud the city." 


The extraordinary length or time devoted by that 


Grand Jury to the municipal frauds iu Jersey City 
was suulclently trying to men who had urgent busi- 
ness to attend to, and the Irregularities in the Hoard 
orChoseu Freeholders, being of minor Importance, 
were transmitted to another Oranil Jury. Souio o( 
these irregularities will quickly appear. The law- 
provides that neither city nor county officials shall 
be directly or indirectly concerned lu any contract 
or iu the sale or any article to tho city or couuty 
rcsnectiveiy. Yet It Is notorious that up to thin 
day members of the IJoard of Chosen Freeholders 
have supplied goods, mostly through second parties, 
to the couuty. This practice had become so com- 
mon that at the meeting before the last Mr. Clay- 
ton offered a resolution that no member of 
the Hoard shall sell anything to the couuty. TUG 
resolution was strengthened by an amendment 
offered by Mr. Lewis and was adopted. This, how- 
ever, did not check the evil, and at the latest meet- 
ing, ou Thursday of this week, a resolution was 
adopted providing that proposals shall be received 
iu future for the supply of beef to the couuty Alms- 
house and prisons. The beef has been hitherto sup- 
plied by a member or the Board under the name of 


_ rrieud." To tills very day the groceries and 


provisions are supplied by another member, whfr 
is a member of a Urm iu Chambers street, New 
York. The stationery and printing contract seems • 
to be au heirloom to a nrm in Liberty street, New- 
York, although the work could be performed at 
cheaper rates iu Jersey City. 
The law requires that all contracts exceeding the 
sum of $500 shall be awarded by advertisement; 
yet this provision has been practically annulled, aa 
iu the case of the contract lor the erection or a new 
lence around the Court House and jail grounds. Ia 
this case the Committee on Public Grounds and 
Buildings opened the proposals and scanned them 
before they submitted them at a meeting of the 
Board. A strong protest was made against tlua 
by some of the members, on the ground that such 
a proceeding rendered competition valueless. The 
contract was awarded to a Hoboken man. 
The public dinner system has been a crying evil 
in this Board. The taxpayers 01 the oonnty would 
not object to paying for a dinner, on certain days 
of meeting, for men who devote their time withoal 
fee or reward to the public service; but they ob- 
ject most decidedly to paying for squads of friends 
of the members, especially rumsellers, pothouse 
politicians and 
common 
barroom bummers. 
This has become a most pernicious prac- 
tice. 
Hardly a 
week 
elapses 
that 
the 
county Is not 
placed 
under 
expense on 
this head. 
Certain committees of tne Board 
hold meetings, hire carriages, invite friends and 
drive to the County Farm, where dinner ana 
drinks are provided, and all at the public expense. 
There is, however, a prospect of some reform ta 
this direction. A few weeks ago a resolution waa 
adopted at a meeting of the Board that the dinner 
system at meetings of the Board be abolished; 
and on Wednesday oflast week Mr. Brtnkerhoff, the 
Director ol the Board, had a resolution adopted at 
a meeting In the County Almshouse that no re- 
freshments or dinner be provided hereafter to any 
member of the Board sitting in committee at the 
expense of the county. 
The number of cowt bought for the County Farm 
and Almshouse for the past eighteen months avei- 
ages one a month, and the price $125 for each ani- 
mal. Hundreds of cattle of the same quality 
could be furnished—as a member of the Board re- 
marked to the HBKALP representative—for $05 
each, out of the eighteen cows now on the farm 
only four give milk. Two months ago the Commit- 
tee on County Farm effected a nice little bargain, 
which in this article Is "too cussed good to be 
lost," as Nasby says. Two new milch cows were 
purchased for the county Farm, aud the purchaser 
received In exchange two dry cows, together with 
the sum of $140. An Inquiry was made about the 
new comers soon after, and the reply was, that 
"they went mad and had to be shot." 
The cost to the county for maintaining the pau- 
pers and prisoners Is one dollar and seventy-tlva 
cents a head per day. while the cost to New VOTE 
lor each inmate on Blackwell's Island Is only thirty- 
five cents, or about four-filths loss. That very 
great attention is not paid to the management or 
the l?»rm is evident from tne fact that in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Almshouse it Is overgrown 
with weeds, while cabbages make their appearance 
here and there like oases in the Sahara. 
But tae most crying evil of all Is to be found In 
what is misnamed the discipline of the Institution. 
The innocent little ones who have lost a father, a. 
mother or both are left to mingle with those whose 
years are traced by Iniquity and whose feet have 
trodden "the broad way."

Every article, even to 
the smallest, wus carefully removed, and some 
old relics, which tlie owners had kept from 
happier days and which recalled tender memories, 
were aepositcU as tenderly on the pavement as If 
they had been heirlooms. The houses, which are 
unlit for beasts of the forest to huddle together in, 
far less human beings, were occupied by about six 
poor families, ami are owned by Messrs. Faulkner 
and Johnson, 44 Walker street.

Higby, who ordered me to muster "armed and 
equipped as the law directs." It was a matter of 
U?e or death to me to muster or not, and I 
mustered with the reinforcing troops. It was 
at this time that Lieutenant Colonel Haight 
said to me that it was the orders from, head- 
Quarters that all bnt the little children of said 
company were to Be tilled. Said Haight had at 
that time just returned from headquarters at Paro- 
wan where a military council had been held. 
There had been a lite council held at Parowan 
previous to that, at which-were present Colonel 
Dame, I<leuteiiant Colonel I. C. Haight and Major 
John D. Lee.

Said Lee then sent a flag of truce into the emi- 
grant camp, offering said emigrants that "If they 
lay down their arms he would protect them." They 
accordingly laid down their arms, came out from 
mat camp and delivered themselves up to said 
Lee, The women and children were then, by the 
order of said Lee, separated from the men, and 
were marched ahead of tne men. After said emi- 
grants had marched about half a mile towards 
Cedar City the order was given to shoot them 
down. At that time said Lee was at the head of 
the column. I was in the rear. I did not hear Lee 
give the order to flre, but heard it from the under 
officers as it was passed down the column. 
TOT EMIGRANTS WERE THSN AND THERE SHOT pOWJT, 
except seventeen little children, whom I Imme- 
diately took into my charge. I dp not know the 
total number of said company, as I did not stop to 
count the dead. I immediately put the little child- 
ren In baggage wagons belonging to the regiment 
and took them to Hamlln's Ranch and irom there 
to Cedar City, and procured them homes among the 
people.

There is no bubjeet which engages the 
serious attention of the statesmen and political 
economists of England at the present time 
more important than that of the coal supply 
of the United Kingdom.

_>eeu so great that it has become evident the 
;ime is approaching when the limited area of 
the coal fields must be exhausted. 
This 


gloomy prospect, with its probable distressing 
consequences, was brought to the notico of 
he British public in an able speech delivered 
>y Mr. Gladstone a few years ngo. Others 
lave spoken nud written ou tho subject, but 
the noto of alarm sounded by this statesman 
awakened England from her slumber of 
fancied security nud perpetual commercial 
supremacy. Parliament saw the necessity of 
investigating the question of coal supply in the 
British isles aud appointed commissioners for 
that purpose. Eoports have been made by 
these Commissioners which show that this 
prime source of England's manufacturing and 
commercial greatness is in process of rapid 
exhaustion, and that within little over a cen- 
tury all tho coal of tho United Kingdom will 
be consumed. The report of tho Commission 
has been severely criticised by scientific men 
aud able writers, who argue that tho coal of 
Great Britain will be exhausted in a much 
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tamed cheaply. Then our railroads traverse 
tho coal fields in every direction. We have made 
and are making great progress iu developing 
this mineral wealth, aud in a short time shall 
exceed the production and consumption of 
England. In two decades—and twenty years 
is a brief period in the history of a nation— 
our forty millions of population will bo aug- 
mented, probably, to nearly eighty millions. 
Mining will keep pace with other industries, 
and may, possibly, be accelerated faster with 
the increase and aggregation of popula- 
tion. With mining will come au increase of 
manufactures, both for our own wants aud for 
external commerce. Then, with cheap aud 
abundant coal and provisions, a denser popu- 
lation and the most convenient geographical 
losition for trade both by the Atlantic aud 
Pacific oceans, there is every reason to expect 
a transfer of manufacturing and commercial 
supremacy from 
England 
to the United 


States. Tho news of a continued rise in the

not pay.

tons, then, this English writer says, is all th 
coal of the existence of which, within the lirnil 
of available working means, there is any evi 
dence. Sorno sanguine geologists are spocu 
lating upon a larger supply from possible un 
discovered bods; but there lire no facts to sus 
tain such an assumption. The conclusion is 
therefore, that 39,000,000,000 of available and 
22,000,000,000 tons of less available coal, con 
sideriug the amount already extracted, mo 
largely in excess of tho probable actual 
quantity. 
If the present rate of increase of 


consumption be continued the last ton of the 
available 39,000,000,000 tons would bo ex- 
tracted in seventy-three years. In the year

108,000,000 tons, Tho amount in 1871 was 
estimated at nearly 118,000,000 tons. The in- 
crease in the year 1869 was equal to that of the 
two preceding years. The annual increase, 
one year after another, is, at least, from three 
to four per cent, and at tnis rate the consump- 
tion would reach in twenty-five years fully 
220,000,000 tons a year.

The importance ot tho question of increased 


facilities of communication between the sea- 
board and the West is rapidly forcing itself on 
the miJids of tho 
commercial community. 


No part ol tho Commonwealth is more deeply 
interested in tho solution of the problem ot 
cheap freights than the inhabitants of New York 
city. Owing to tho enterprise of her citizens in 
time past this ciiy became the great outlet for 
tho produce of tho West; but rivals are springing 
up rapidly in many directions, and New York 
no longer affords the quickest aud cheapest 
route for tho shipment of Western produce. 
The principal danger to our prosperij^ arises 
from tho rivalry of the St. Lawrence, which 
allows grain and lumber to be carried directly, 
without transshipment, to the sea coast, and 
even to Europe. Our old-foshionod communi- 
cation by the Erie Canal is too slow, aud our 
high tariff railways aro too dear, to enable us 
to compete successfully for the carrying trade 
with tho Canadians. As a result we see the 
unmonse grain anil lumber trades, which ot 
one time were almost wholly in our hands, 
passing away to strangers. All the while we 
eshibit on indifference which will ba regretted 
when it is too late. 


In the news columns to-day we publish a 


communication on the subject of converting 
the Erie Canal into a freight line. Whether that 
would be a satisfactory solution of the diffi- 
culty is not quite clear. It appears to us 
rather that such an expedient would not meet 
all the requirements of the case. There is oa» 
proposition, however, that well deserves the 
consideration of all who are interested in the 
welfare of New York. It is the establishment 
of a railway entirely devoted to carrying 
freight. The wear and tear on a road spe. 
cially equipped would be very much less, and 
the delays aud inconveniences of the present 
system could be almost wholly avoided. The 
expanse of working such a line would not ap- 
proximate to that incurred under the mixed 
freight and passenger system. Without inter- 
fering with existing means of communication, 
such a line would afford facilities for the car- 
rying of produce from the interior without in- 
curring the cost of transshipment Travelling 
at a lower sate of speed, but without any of 
the shuutinga and delays which are so vexa- 
tious at present, a great deal of valuable 
time would be saved. 
It would also 


be practicable to carry freight at much lower 
rates than are charged at present Indeed, 
unless the commercial community here make 
some effort in this direction the whole Western 
trade will eventually be turned into new and 
cheaper channels. This is a matter that inti- 
mately interests all classes of citizens and 
ought to receive prompt attention. If private 
enterprise is not equal to undertaking the 
establishment of a highway it might with ad- 
vantage be undertaken by the State and 
worked, not in the interest of a company, but 
for the benefit of the whole people. In a very 
few years it would pay the expeose of con- 
struction and would then become a valuable 
means of revenue to the government 
Belgium 


and Switzerland have set us the example of 
taking the control of the commercial highways 
out of the hands of private associations, and 
the result has been extremely beneficial to the 
people. Why should we not try the same ex- 
periment here?

teath of the late Judge Hogeboom, of the Supreme 
Court of this State, has already been announced In 
the HEKALP, Alter Judge Leonard—holding Su- 
preme court, chambers, the only branch ol this 
Court at present lu session here—liad heard a few 
motions yesterday morninjr, Mr. A. J. Yanderpool 
moved au adjournment of the Court out of respect 
to the memory of the late Judge llogebooin. 


KEMARKS By Hit VANUKRTOOL. 


Accompanylug the motion Mr. Vauderpool spoke 


as follows-— 


May It please the Court:—On making the formal 
Announcement to the court of the death ol your 
Judicial brother, lion, Henry llogeboom, 1 feel it 
«lue to the incmorv of a pood man and an eminent 
lawyer to briefly allude to some of the features of 
liis long and honorable career. Forty years a^o 
Judge llogeboom was appointed by the Governor 
to tlie offlcc of First Judge of Columbia county, lie 
•was then only twenty-three years of age; had been 
Admitted to the bar about three years. You, sir, 
who then were a resident of that county.know that 
during those years of service he displayed the sound 
judgment and clear discriminatiug faculties, as 
•well 
as 
great 
goodness 
of 
heart, 
for 
•which 
his rather, the 
Hon. John C. Hoge- 
Doom. then living, was so 
remarkable, and 
lor which he was so greatly esteemed among me 
public men of his day. Ills early judicial career 
was eminently satisfactory to the public as well as 
to the Bar of the county. That Bar had then been 
noted for the long list of eminent lawyers It had 
contributed to the State. The Van Nesses, Living- 
stones, Spencers, Van Sctmacts, Van Uuren, Tal- 
wadge, and many others had given to It a reputa- 
tion throughout the Union—a reputation which 
•was then well and fully maintained by Eljslia Wil- 
liuius, the perfect advocate at mat jjrtus, Ambrose 
J. Jordan, Hillian Miller, Edmonds, Mouell and 
ethers

Williams in 
1833, the constant occupation or Mr. Edmonds with 
political and public duties and the contemplated 
tjarly removal of Mr. Jordan to New York induced 
Judge Hoeeboom to resign Ills ofltee and enter upon 
the active practice of his profession, and in a brief 
period he conquered the position of leader of the 
Lar. 
He was beloved in his native county. No

stitution of 1840, when the people of Columbia 
county presented Judge Hoeeboom as their candi- 
date lor Judge of the Supreme Court.

indictment against William O'lirien, charging him 
with Intending to kill Oillcer Tully. Tlie prisoner 
was jointly indicted with Edward Keclcr, who was 
tried and convicted before the Recorder In May, 
ami sentenced for ten years to the State ITison. 
The fact came out In the course of the trial that 
shortly after Oillcer Tully was nearly beaten to 
death by this notorious gang, Oillcer Lambrecht 
went out to arrest the parties and was brutally 
murdered. After the jury was sworn, Mr. Stewart 
opened the case and called 


Bernard Tully, the prosecuting witness, said he 


was assaulted *> 
u the night of the 25lh of February 


last; he was on his post at the corner of First ave- 
nue and Forty-seventh street, anil was called Into 
a lager beer saloon by Sarah Doeiger, which was 
kept 
by her 
son. 
As 
tlie 
officer 
was 
entering 
the 
place 
he 
saw 
a 
party 
of 
men 
running 
out, 
and 
tlie 
only 
men leit inside were Edward Keeler and Charles 
Clements. Mrs. Doclger pointed out Keeler tor the 
oiticer to arrest, as he and liis associates had been 
raising a disturbance in the place. Keeler seized 
the officer's club, ami while they were wrangling 
for it the prisoner, O'liricn, hit him over the eye 
with a stone or some hard substance which he held 
lu liis hand. The officer fell to the floor immedi- 
ately aud was insensible for a lew momeuts. Alter 
he regained his feet Keeler and a young man 
named Clements hit him with the club again and 
brutally treated Mm. He laid there for a while, 
and as soon as lie got his senses partially he sot on 
a car aud went to the station house. The bone in 
the centre of His forehead was broken. The next 
day Ontcer Tully went to the hospital, where he re- 
mained under treatment for eighteen days. It ap- 
peared further from the testimony of tlie ofllcer 
that shortly alter he arrived at the station house 
Officer Lambrecht was sent out to look for the 
parties who assaulted him, and that he (Lambrecht) 
received a fatal wound that same evening. 
Louis Miller, the keeper ol the saloon, testified 
that he saw Oillcer Tully lying on the ground, 
having beeu struck by Keeler, and then he saw 
O'lirien raise his hand to strike, but could not say 
what lie had iu his haud; he afterwards found three 
large jagged stones on the floor of tiie saloon, which 
were sent u> the station house. 


On cross-examination the witness said that 
stones were thrown tfirough the window. 
Mrs. Surah Doclger, the mother of tne previous 
witness, swore that slie saw O'Brien and several 
others throwing bottles, glasses, and other things 
from beliiud the bar; then .slie ran into the street 
and culled Ofllcer Tuny, whom she instructed to 
arrest Keeler; he took hold oi Keeler, who hit him, 
aud then the prisoner came into the store and hit 
the ofncer on the head with a stone; the oillcer was 
Knocked down on the floor, and somebody struck 
her on the back of the head, so that for a time she 
was senseless; O'Brien first hit Tully, while he was 
standing, and then again while he was on the floor, 
and how man}- times after she could not tell; while 
the orilcer was down the stove in Uio iniaaic ot tuu 
floor fell upon him. 
Tula was all the testimony for the prosecution. 
William O'Brien, the accused, testified in His owu 
ijelialf. lie said he went there on the Sunday even- 
ing iu question with Clements, and saw Keeler in 
there; that a dozen ol them drank lager beer, sang 
songs and played cards, and that Louis Miller had 
a difllculty with Keeler about paying for a cigar;

Shea has rendered the subjoined decision as to the 
Jurisdiction of the Court arising on the Issue of a 
question between the above named litigants:—In 
tills case an order of arrest has been granted by 
the Court, ana the question is presented formally 
•whether that order of arrest, being in the nature of 
process, shall be served ana executed by the Sheriff 
or'bv one of the marshals. I am of opinion that the 
act of 1857 (which prescribes that all process, ex- 
cept summons issuing out of the Marine Court, 
chall be directed to and served by the Sheriff of the 
oily and county or New rork) has 
been 
modified 
by 
tne 
act 
of 
1885, 
whereby 
«ny summons, warrant, attachment, execution or 
other process issued by this Court may be served 
and executed by any marshal of this city, which 
enactment plainly leaves it optional with the party 
In whose interest the process is issued to have it 
served and execnted either by the Sheriff or any 
marshal of this city, as that party may think flt. 
The act of 1872 does not by any intelligent con- 
struction interfere with this option given by either

How Mr. Orvls Obtained $1,200 Worth or 


Jloopsltlrts—3,2OO 4cre« of I>«ud That 
BIr. Reynolds Didn't 
Get. 


On May 20,18<1, a man giving his name as Charles 


B. Orvis went to the establishment of Kathan A. 
Reynolds, Kos. 69 and 01 Liberty street, in thistfty, 
and purchased a bill of goods (hoopskirts) to the 
amount of $1,200. He stated that he had not the 
money then with which to pay for the goods, but 
would give four notes of $300 each, payable in thirty, 
sixty and ninety days respectively, and would leave 
as collateral security a warranty deed of some 
3,200 acres ef land which he claimed to own 
in Stone and Barry counties, Missouri. He drew 
from bis pocket the document stamped and sealed 
and sworn to before a Commissioner for the State 
of Missouri and found little or no difficulty in per- 
suading the confiding Mr. Reynolds that It was just 
what it purported to be and that he was the right- 
ful owner or the property therein described. Rey- 
nolds at once acquiesced to the proposition and 
without any unnecessary delay the four notes were 
drawn up and turned over to him, together with 
the deed: Time sped on and when the thirty-day 
note came due Orvis did not put in an appearance.

THROUGH THE SUEZ CANAL. 


Arrival at the Stoniuer tilengnrtltey from 


Chlu»—The PiuuuKe from the Kert to 
the Mediterranean Sea—ISxeowvive Port 
Charge*—The Vt-NHel, Her Uituei&siou* 
and Crew. 
The steamer Glengartuey, tho llrst arrival of tho 


year at this port from Chiua, through the Suez 
Canal, is now lying at pier 14 East River, ready to 
discharge her large cargo of teas, which la con- 
signed to Messrs. Itowland A Asplnwall. Although 
this goud ship, since the opening of the canal, ia 
the third vessel of her class that has reached New 
York with a similar valuable cargo, her arrival has 
excited considerable interest among shipping mer- 
chants aud those connected lu a thousand ways 
with our mercantile marine, many such gentlemen 
calling upon Captain Itolton yesterday and inspect- 
ing his cralt thoroughly. The Glengartncy left the 
port of Amoy July 0, Singapore July 10, Point de 
Galle (Ceylon) July 24, Aden August 5, and passed 
through the Suez Canal the 13th aud 14th of 
August without accident. Gibraltar was touched 
on the 2Gth of the same month and Madeira on the 
2Nth, since which the time to the evening of Wednes- 
day last has been occupied in crossing the Atlantic. 
Captain liolton docs not report anything of a re- 
markable or unusual nature as occurring during 
the vovnge, "yet they had rather a severe time 
durrmrtho passage dowuthe China sea as tho south- 
west monsoon wan at its height, rn the Mediter 
raueau they experienced favorable and particular!; 
lovely weather, and since leaving Madeira nothing 
coukt exceed the pleasantness of tbe passage, the 
annoyance to which they were subjected in the 
early part at the voyage being totally buried la tin 
more genial remembrancer of the latter portion. 
Captain Itolton is enthusiastic in liis praise of tin 
great work which connects the lied and Mediter 
runean seas, asserting what h:w often becnrccordo 
by able anil scientific men, "that it. is one of til 
most wonderful works ol the age." 
lint whll' 
Captain Boltott is so loud in liis praises of the grca 
successor the canal, lie speaks rather rorciblv o 
the excessive charges imposed by tlie odlcials upoi 
all steamers. The rates have been changed witliii 
a lew months, ami now tlie gross tonnage of sncl 
vessels is taxed, instead of what is usual in al 
parts of the world, the registered tonnage, or carg 
carrying capacity. Captain Itoiton, of course, pai< 
the charges under the new rule, but did so under 
protest, and thinks that ultimately all those whr 
have been slmlliarly treated will receive the 
amount thus unjustly exacted. 
Tlie tJlenjrartncy is an iron propeller, 300 feet on 
deck, 35 feet beam. 21 feet depth ofholdand of 1,loo 
registered tons. Her engines arc of the direct act- 
ing description, with cylinders sixty inches in 
diameter ami tour feet stroke or piston. She has 
long been in the Calcutta and China opium trade, 
and the present voyage w:is made to enable her to 
reach Knglaml, where her machinery will be tho- 
roughly overhauled. 


Although iu port but one day, everything on 
board yesterday morning was assuming shipshape 
order. The accommodations ol this steamer are 
very ample and her decks exceedingly roomy. The 
crew, oillcers and men number eighty-eight. The 
former are mostly Malays, whose dress and ap- 
pearanee 
attracted 
much 
attention 
from 
the 
numerous 
visitors 
to 
the 
vessel 
and 
the 
dock. 
The 
Gleugartncy 
carries 
two twelve-pounders on her deck, ana the armory 
on board is well provided with rines aud other 
weapons for offensive and defensive operations. It 
is necessary for all vessels trading in the China Sea 
to be thus prepared to protect themselves, as 
should they ever be so unfortunate as to go ashore 
on that inhospitable coast "without arms they 
would be eaten up at once," as Captain Bolton 
tersely remarked. Many rare birds, China pigs, 
goats and other animals were brought to this port 
in good condition by the Glengartuey, and these 
strangers to our clime attracted as much attention, 
perhaps, during the day as did the vessel and her 
crew.

Tlie very able and interesting article contained 


in your last week's issue on the "Grain Trade" • 
causes me to torow out these suggestions. Thw 
dlftlculty under which, the couutry labors is to get 
tlte products Irom the West to the Atlantic without 
having the whole receipts absorbed in. railroad 
charges. Mr. Seymour, In an able article iu the 
Atlantic Monthly for tlie present montb, rery clearly 
shows that the Western products are literally con- 
sumed by railroad charges, and advocates cauat 
transportation as the only mode by which, ttiestt 
great and constantly increasing products can be 
brought to the seaboard. I think that the day haa 
gone by when the usefulness of the slow transit 
canal can be entertained. 


Several hundred thousand dollars has been ex. 


pended on a connecting link of a canal from tli» 
Erie Canal, below Blnghamton, In Broome county, 
In this State ; and as late as three years ago that 
work was vigorously progressing, liut a railroad. 
which was started Irom Utica four years ago. Sav- 
ing been completed, in direct communication with 
the coal mines of Pennsylvania, the extension of 
tne canal which was progressing in the same direc-' 
tiou was suspended ; and tlie last Legislature of 
our State authorized the citizens of Binghamtou t*> 
nil up that canal within tho limits of that city; 1W 
useiulness had been superseded by the immensely 
greater advantages which a railroad ainrdcd. 
The necessity for a more rapid transit for freight 
passing over the great route of the Krie Canal wan 
never more apparent than at presant- The an- 
nual 
auancial report 
of 
tne 
Auditor

Canal Department, 
transmitted 
to

Legislature

1872, 
reminds 
u* 
thnt tlie Legislature or 1871 passed an act entitled,

tnau animal power, for the propulsion of boats," 
and appropriated jloo.ooo to the owners of tno 
successful plan, Ac. On page nineteen of tlie saino) 
report we are advised that, "previous to the pas- 
sage of this actr steam had repeatedly been intro- 
duced, by way of experiment, on the Erie and O»- 
weso Canals, resulting In a speed of three miles per- 
hour, with cargoes of 200 tons, but It was only ac- 
complished at such cost as to preclude its profitable 
employment." 
This comparatively slow rate of 
speed for the passage of freight appears to liavft 
been unobjectionable to the legislators wno en- 
uctod that law, lor they conditioned the payment of 
the reward referred to, "that the rate of spec* 
made by such boat snail not l>e less than an averag» 
of throe miles per hour, without injury to tus 
canals or tlicir structures." 


Now, I propose to abandon altogether the use of 
canal transportation of freight on the route or tho 
present Erie Canul, to take the water entirely oub 
ol the bed ofthe present cuual and substitute several 
pairs of rails solely lor the transportation of freight 
thereon, at a speed of not over ten miles per Uourr 
night and day, throughout the whole year, Wiutor 
and Summer. 


We now own the whole level way on which fco> 
place the rails (for the present locks could be vcrr 
easily surmounted by gradual oscuuu), not iu any 
way obstructed by cros.i roads, convenient to vll- 
tuges, stores, Ac., an;l suitable basins for turnouts. 
Ac., <iud possessing indeed ail tne facilities for & 
unit-class Ireight railroad. 


Now, in order to livold the- great expenses in- 
curred by wear and twar, Jtc., on our present ircigut

we are called upon to vote "for" or "ufiaiJist" *

damage by wash as tne speed Is increased- tna 
damages unavoidable and constantly occurring to

Ac.— I cannot but tnink tnat a verdict will be ren- 
dered in favor of a great dug-way freight railroad 
being constructed in the bed of the present Erie 
Canal, and, consequently, of excluding toe water 
tuerefrom. 


No canal bed should ever be filled up (as Is pro- 
posed to be done at Binghamton, noted in me 
lormer part of this, communication) , but should be 
utilized otherwise. It is a great advantage tnat 
we have in the Erie Canal route tula great dun- 
way.

out locks, and wnen locks occur they can be easily 
graded over.
